Reporters Epilogue 
First, I want to thank Mike Ryan and 


The Phoenix. for caring enough to-do.a-~ 


story on the changes in the Channel 2 
news format. But I am moved to raise a 
couple of points — one, to counteract 
something in the story; the other, to 
insert the most important aspect of “The 
Reporters,”’ as aspect that was not 
mentioned in the story. 

Bob Ferrante, the news and public 
affairs manager, is quoted as saying, 
“Face it. ‘The Reporters’ was Al Lupo. 
There was a great decline since Alan left. 
In the past year, we have paid less 


attention to the neighborhoods. Nobody 
had the sensitivity Al Lupo had or the 
desire he had.” 

With all due respect to my friend, Bob, 
this is, in a word or two, a crock. Sure, I 
conceived “The Reporters,”” but that 
program was a lot of people. It was Joe 
Day, the most sensitive and responsible 
reporter I have ever known, who got out 
into the neighborhoods more than I did. 
It was Dianne Dumanoski, who, with no 
reportorial training, became the most 
detail-conscious and accurate reporter 
I’ve ever seen in action. It was Steve 
Teichner, whose State House coverage 
made “The Reporters” a program that 
had to be watched by people who make 
decisions and wield power. And a lot of 
other people. 

“The Reporters” didn’t go into a 
decline after I left. It began to fall apart 
while I was there for a variety of reasons 
that I recall discussing with Mike Ryan. 
Sadly, I see none of that reflected in the 
story. And after I left, the decision to 
move that program from 7:30 to 7 p.m. 
was the ultimate karate chop. From that 
point on, in the words of one of the 
reporters, “they were killing it slowly.” 

But perhaps the most important point 
not covered is this: the theory behind 
“The Reporters” was not only to cover 
people and issues ignored by the other 
papers and TV stations, but to do so with 
continuity. To bang away, day after day, 
if necessary, in order to force the issue to 
a resolution. Those of us who believed 
deeply in this do not share the feeling of 
others at Channel 2 that it is the function 
of a broadcast or a newspaper to simply 
lay out the available facts on any given 
situation, interpret them a little and let 
the people do what they will with what 
we've given them. No way. 

We believed — and still believe — that 
the press is part of the political process, 
that any daily news operation must work 
the same grueling hours as do the pols it 
covers, and that such an operation must 
not be bored with banging away at a story 
until those with the power to redress 
grievances do so. 

This kind of reporting and editing 
takes a great physical and mental strain.

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Meet Lyn Marcus: The Marxist Messiah

LEAVE MY 
PARENTS ALONE!” 

Lyn Marcus was at the 
podium of the Grand Ballroom 
of the Statler Hilton Hotel, 
across the street from Grand 
Central Station in New York 


City. The volume of the PA 


system was turned up and Lyn 
Marcus was shouting, pointing 
with outstretched arm over the 
heads of about 600 members and 
sympathizers of his National 
Caucus of Labor Committees, 
pointing at Chuck Fager and Joe 
Klein, two reporters for the Real 
Paper of Cambridge, Mass. 


LEAVE MY 
PARENTS ALONE!” 

For three hours the crowd had 
sat virtually motionless, silent, 
while Marcus explained again 
how the CIA, with the 
cooperation of the British, 
German and Russian 
governments, was attempting to 
assassinate him and destroy his 
organization through the use of 
brainwashed NCLC members 
who, although they did not know 
it, had been “programmed” like 
computers so that when they 
were “keyed-off’ with a code 
word or sound they would 
implement the assassination 
plot and begin to disrupt the 
organization.

The previous week, the NCLC 
had announced that Andy 
Kopkind, a Real Paper 
columnist, and BoBurlingham,a 
former Ramparts editor about to 
join the Real Paper staff, were 
CIA agents.

Armed Guard. 


The next day, an editorial 
judgement was made at the Real 
Paper, dver the objections of 
several staff members, that the 
NCLC was too dangerous to 


confront and the front page story 


that had been planned was 
scratched. An armed guard was 
hired for the door. 

But the NCLC has been 
churning out one, two, three 
press releases a day, begging for 
media coverage and they’ve 
been getting it. All the New 
York media ran the bewildered 
stories about the six NCLC 
members arrested on 
kidnapping charges after Alice 
Weitzman, a 22-year old NCLC 
member, dropped a note from 
her apartment window asking 
for police help. It was the first 
press report of the CIA-KGB 
“drone assassin” brainwash 
fantasy. The NCLC members 
arrested said they had 
imprisoned Ms. Weitzman 
because she had been 
brainwashed by the KGB; and 
only Lyn Marcus, they said, 
could “deprogram’’ her. Last 
week, the Sunday New York 
Times ran a major front page 
article on the NCLC headlined: 
“How a Radical Left Group 
Formed as an Alternative to 
Violence and Narcotics 
Degenerated into Savagery.”’ 
Village Voice columnist Nat 
Hentoff, more familiar with the 
NCLC’s violent attacks on other 
socialist and communist groups 
over the past year (“Operation 
Mop Up,” as the violence was 
billed, was to establish NCLC 
hegemony over the Left), 
blasted them with a column 
entitled: “Thugs and Liars.” 
But even before Rolling Stone 
was noting ‘‘Strange New 
Rumblings on the Left” and 
syndicated labor columnist 
Victor Riesel predicting a 
“‘nunchaku” — the karate club 
favored by NCLC — in the 


‘future of the United Auto 


Workers, as the Labor 
Committees broadened ‘Mop 
Up”’ to the progressive unions.

A Blast from New Solidarity 


Committees seem to have 
dropped out of nowhere; with 
money, 600 faithful willing and 
able to fight, an orthodox 
Marxist dogma and now, with a 
bizarre paranoid nightmare that 
against all reasonable 
expectations they expect you to 
believe. A stock reaction from 
much of the inherently paranoid 
left has been that NCLC is a 
group of “police agents” intent 
on destroying the left and 
smearing socialism, but the 
Gurus too seemed to drop from 
nowhere monied and adored. 
Actually the Labor Committees 
have been a fringe group for a 
few years now and Lyn Marcus 
is a local boy, bred to a curious 
combination of Quaker non- 
violence and socialism in Lynn 
and Boston, before going after 
the big time with his own brand 
of Marxism and his own group in 
New York City. 

One of the most curious and, 
for friends and family, most 
painful aspects of the 
development and deterioration 
of the Labor Committees has 
been the fact that so many 
bright,. well-educated young 
people have gradually and by 


degrees. been brought to a — 


zeitgeist that few, if any, of 


those who perceive the more 
common reality can accept. 
Even if Marcus were another 
Trotsky, the scale of his work 
and his group would not draw 
the attention they claim from 
the CIA and KGB. On that sort 
of broad level, as well as on the 
specific level, with independent 
experts on brainwashing saying 
that Marcus’ ‘‘Manchurian 
Candidate” drone-assassin plot 
is just an impossible fantasy, the 
NCLC story doesn’t stand 
reasoned: analysis. Yet, for 
example, among those arrested 
in the New York kidnapping 
were the son of the Deputy 
Assistant Secretary of State for 
East Asia Affairs, the daughter 
of an Episcopalian priest, and 
the son of a college professor. 
Other members of the New York 
group include the daughter of 
the president of Sarah Lawrence 
College and the daughter of a 
vice president of the Ford 
Foundation. The leader of the 
NCLC cell in Boston, Larry 
Sherman, has been for many 
years a respected activist in 
local left politics and organizing. 
A former aide to Kevin White 
remembers Sherman as a tough 
but reasonable tenant organizer, 
“‘probably one of the best.” 


Yet, as total believers, these 
people approach reporters and 
independent leftists, tell their 
story and expect belief. And 
when even one press report after 
another comes out implying 
chey’re insane, they blame the 
CIA and seek another. 

Interviews with the 
kidnapped woman, Alice 
Weitzman, and several other 
former NCLC members describe 
the process of inculturation 
behind the Great Belief as 
gradual and rooted first, in the 
desperate belief that only in the 
next several years can world 
fascism be fought with hope of 
success, secondly, only Marcus 
has sufficient grasp of the 
Marxist dialectic to lead the 
successful socialist revolution, 
and thirdly (and redundantly) 
because the fascist Armegeddon 
is so close, there is no time for 
the alternative routes. Hence, 
even if Marcus does make a few 
mistakes they must be 
overlooked, everything must be 
rushed, there must be no 
resistance. There is no time; 
there is no time. 

The Jesus-freak Children of 
God await the end of the world 
later this month, and because 
Orthodox Christians have 
always had to deal with the 
Second Coming, there have 
always been sects that knew 
better than others the date. 
Because orthodox Marxists have 
always had the imminent 
General Strike and Socialist 
Revolution, they too have 
always had sects who could set 
the date. And devout frantic 
panic always overcomes these 
groups, for there is no time. 

The NCLC expect everything 
to fall down before the workers 
rise up; the Great Depression is 
upon us and will worsen, they 
say. (A view taken with some 
regularity by orthodox Marxists 


in the decades since Marx 


predicted the imminent self- 
distruction of Capitalism.) But, 
of course, even if they should be 
right in that, the harshly anti- 
female paranoid authoritarian 
ideology of NCLC’s Marxist 
Messia would draw few from the 
proto-mythical “‘masses.”’ 
Weitzman and other ex- 
NCLC people say it was not 
always this way. Even those 
alien and bitterly antagonistic 
to the group now say NCLC and 
Marcus himself particularly 
made substantial creative 
contributions to Marxian 
thought in the early years, 
between 1967 and 1971. (Indeed, 
Marcus has been under contract 
to do a book on Marxist 
Dialective Economics for the 
college division of Raytheon’s 
publishing subsidiary, D.C. 
Heath, in Lexington, for three 
years. The book is a year 
overdue, but the contract was 
originally given after academic 
scholars of Marxian theory 
reviewed some of Marcus’s work 
and judged it an innovative and 
important analysis that 
deserved a hearing.) “Then,” 
said one bitter ex-NCLCer, 
“this was a group of thinking 
people, concerned socialists. 
Now the concern and the belief 
that one has to be a 
revolutionary to be a good 
human being has been twisted 
to rob them of independent 
judgement.” 
Messiah Complex 


The seeds of the NCLC 
messiah complex were planted 
in the early structure of the 
group; these people believe. In 
1967, Marcus, then a veteran of 
the Communist Party, the 
Socialist Workers Party and a 
‘number of smaller Trotskist 
groups, organized a class he 
taught at the Free University of 
New York as the core of the 
NCLC. The group fixed itself to

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Above Ground? 


The members of the Weather 
Underground — who were 
charged with a series of political 
bombings several years ago — 
are now free to come above 
ground. 

Because of a series of court 
decisions, most of the Weather 
members — including Mark 
Rudd, Bernardine Dohrn and 
Kathy Boudin — are no longer 
regarded as fugitives by the 
government. The Justice 
Department, in court hearings 
in Chicago and Detroit, stated 
that it would drop all charges 
against the group’s members 
rather than reveal the 
government’s_ illegal 
surveillance techniques used 
against the group. 

However, reports Weather 
attorney Gerald Lefcourt, most 
of the 10 Weather Fugitives will 
probably not return to a normal 
life, even if they are technically 
free of charges. The reasons, 
says Lefcourt, is that members 
of the group strongly fear they 
will be arrested and charged 
with a new crime if the F.B.I. 
finally catches up with them. 

Said Lefcourt: “‘My feeling is 
that if Kathy Boudin, and 
Bernardine Dohrn and Mark 
Rudd walked into my office 
tomorrow and said ‘Call the 
F.B.L,’ the F.B.I. would come 
down here and arrest them for 
something.” 

Lefcourt added that even 
though there are no federal 
charges pending against the 
Weather members, “It’s obvious 
that the government is still 
looking for these people.” 

Most of the Weather members 
have not been seen publicly 
since 1969, shortly after the 
“days of rage” demonstrations 
in Chicago. Two alleged 
members, Linda Evans and 
Judy Clark, were brought to 
trial later — and both received 
90-day jail sentences. 


Equal Rights Status 


The ‘‘Equal Rights 
Amendment” — the proposed 
constitutional amendment 
which’ prohibits’ sex 
discrimination — is running into 
trouble. 

It has been nearly two years 
since the measure was approved 
by Congress and then sent to the 
individual states for their 
endorsement. But it is still far 
from adoption. 

Common Cause, one of the 
groups supporting the drive to 
adopt the amendment, admits 
that the measure will not qualify 
during 1974. According to 
Common Cause, a total of 30 
states have ratified the 
amendment out of the 38 needed 
for adoption; but only four more 
states, at most, are expected to 
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ratify the measure this year. 

Backers of the amendment 
originally expected to bring 
about adoption of the measure 
by the end of 1973. However, 
strong opposition to the 
amendment developed, 
particularly in the South, and 
the final fate of the measure is 
now very much in doubt. 

To complicate matters, 
supporters of the amendment 
have suffered one setback: 
Although 30 states have ratified 
the amendment, one of them — 
Nebraska — has withdrawn its 
ratification. That withdrawal is 


_ now being challenged in court. 


Tenants Bills. 


Tenants groups from all over 
the eastern part of the 
Commonwealth will attend a 
hearing Monday at the State 
House on two bills coming 
before the legislature. 

Sponsored by a coalition of 
liberals and conservatives, the 
two bills would enhance tenant 
power substantially, striking out 
restrictions in the current right 
to repair law. The first bill 
eliminates the present two- 
month limit on tenant rent 
deductions used for repairs, and 
also allows the tenant to start 
making repairs without prior 
certification by a health 
inspector. The second gives the

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tenant the option to use rent 
deductions to provide for 
heating fuel. 


The tenants groups will 
present a list of four demands 
that go beyond the issues in the 
two bills, hoping to force 
Welfare Commissioner Stephen 
Minter to hold another hearing 
on related problems. They will 
be asking that no heat be shut 
off in public housing projects 
this winter; that there be an 
across-the-board increase in 
welfare checks of $20 to cover 
increased heating expenses; and 
that there be no rent. increases 
by landlords nor in FHA- 
subsidized housing projects. 

Both bills will be reviewed by 
the Urban Affairs Committee on 
Monday, January 28 at 10:30, 
Room 443 in the State House. 
Needless to say, a good showing 
by the tenant constituency 
should give the legislators a hint 
that they’re on the right track.

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Colorado; world headquarters 
have been reporting that the 
organization is as much as 
$500,000 in debt. 

An indication that the group 
is strapped for money was" the 
recent announcement that the 
Organization is ceasing 
publication of both its weekly 
newspaper, DIVINE TIMES, 
and its monthly magazine, AND 
IT IS DIVINE. The weekly 
newspaper has already been 
shut down — and the magazine, 
an expensive, slick publication 
will cease publishing next 
month. 

The Divine Light organization 
is reported to have encountered 
severe financial problems after 
losing an estimated $300,000 on 
its “Millennium °’73” religious 
festival in Houston last 
November. 


Abortion 


On the first aniversary of the 
U.S. Supreme Court ruling to 
permit abortions, abortion 
factions — pro and con — 
gathered outside the State 
House last Tuesday to reassert 
their respective opinions. 


The Massachusetts Citizens 
for Life Inc. organized their rally 
of 500 people to decry the 
‘‘murderous’’ morality of 
modern abortion laws and to 
support bills recently filed by 
state representatives on the 
behalf of unborn children. 


City Councilperson Louise 
Day Hicks was there, standing 
with a band of children brought 
out of parochial school for the 
occasion. She left the 
speechmaking to emminent 
theologians of various faiths. 


Bill Baird, with about 40 of 
his followers, chose to represent 
the pro abortion side. They were 
led by monk-robed women who 
were chained together and bore 
a ten foot high cross. Baird’s 
followers chanted right. to. 
choose” as they circled the 
sidewalk with signs that read 


“Stop religious oppressions; 


Abortion is a woman’s right.” 


The Rev. Stanley Harakas of 
the Holy Cross Orthodox 
Theological Seminary opened 
his address to the anti-abortion 
crowd with the announcement 
that Gov. Sargent had been 
asked to lower the State House 
flag to half mast in mourning for 
the 1% half million fetuses that 
have beeen aborted since the 
Supreme Court ruling. 


“We will know at 12 noon,” he 
said, “if the governor will’make 
this gesture.’’ As* 12:30.

Will Success Possess Billy Friedkin?

HOLLYWOOD — Like most 
everything else on the Warner 
Brothers Lot in Burbank, 
William Friedkin’s office looks 
like it was thrown together 
special for the occasion. A series 
of playful shingles hang 
alongside the outer door; some 
name people who work within, 
others (‘‘Regan,’’ ‘‘The 
Exorcist’) don’t. Friedkin’s 
staffers all look so frantically 
busy as to be almost theatrical 
about it, and his own inner 
sanctum has a distinctly 
calculated air. It’s a set-up the 
size of a living room, complete 
with couch, wall-to-wall, 
enormous desk and — here’s an 
individual touch — a full set of 
barbells. Next to the weights sit 
two gleaming motorcycles, hot 
new models the studio’s most 
commercially successful director 
had imported from Europe, 
because you can’t buy them over 
here yet. The bikes have been 
sitting in his office for three 
weeks now, but studio aides 
have yet to see Friedkin ‘ride 
one. 

The desk is covered with tan 
leather knick-knacks, all of 
which bear gold monograms — 
plus three very noticeable books 
on the occult, none of which he 
has read (‘‘I tried to read 
something about it once, and it 
was so boring and far out I 
couldn’t handle it’). Behind the 
desk hangs an expensively 
framed “French Connection” 
poster. and a nearby easel holds 
a set of Exorcist blowups, 
which Friedkin likes to position 
himself in front of him when he’s 
doing TV interviews. The coffee 
table boasts an enormous 
scrapbook of French Connection 
reviews, which Friedkin now 
remembered as ‘98-99% 
favorable.” 

On the couch sit an 
unidentified crony and 
Friedkin’s girlfriend, whom 
someone later describes to me as 
“very nice — an Australian 
ballerina.” Whatever she did 
before the Exorcist furor began, 
she now works overtime at the 
Xerox machine, copying ads and 
clippings that Friedkin wants 
the treacherous press to be sure 
and make note of. 

The chair to which I have 
been ushered is still warm, and 
no wonder: this is the third (and 
last) straight day of interviews 
here, most of them lasting less 
than half an hour. Friedkin 
dresses V-neck casual, his 
longish hair and aviator rims the 
ultimate in Young Director 
Chic; he seems to be aspiring to 
the Peter Bogdanovich Look. 
And he talks like he’s out to win 
a debating contest, surely an 
even sillier goal — especially for 
an Oscar-winner whose latest 
opus is an odds-on favorite to 
outgross even The Godfather. 

Friedkin tends to be 
longwinded, which is one good 
way of limiting the number of 
questions he can be asked. He 
can also be somewhat 
misleading when it comes to the 
fine points. When I asked him 
about the film’s R rating, for 
instance, he began talking about 
The Exorcist’s not violating the 
legal definition of obscenity, 
even though the G-GP-R-X film 
ratings come from the Motion 
Picture Association of America,

not from any official law-making 
body. 


“I only talked to the rating“ 


board once,’’ he began to 
explain, “and that was half an 
hour after they screened it, when 
Aaron Stern (a psychiatrist, at 
that time head of the board) 
called and said ‘We think the 
film is a masterpiece. We were 
unanimous in feeling that the 
rating will be a clean R, with no 
suggested cuts.’ Of course, I was 
overjoyed....”” 


TBP: I know at least one 


psychiatrist who has a patient . 


whom he says was severely 
disturbed in the first place, but 
was much worse off after seeing 
The Exorcist. In Boston, there 
have been a number of faintings 
and throwings-up... 

WF: All over the country 
there have been, yes. 

TBP: ...and bearing that in 
mind, various critics have 


questioned both the film’s R 
rating and the rating system 
itself, if it fails to protect people 
from that kind of shock. 

WF: I can’t possibly answer 
the opinions or charges of 
someone who has no concept 
relating to the law. I mean, I’m 
not gonna answer somebody who 
says “I think McGovern oughta 
be President instead of Nixon, 
why don’t we make him 
President tomorrow?” The fact 
is that the other guy won an 
election — legally, you know? 


“However, I can no more be’ 


responsible for what someone 
does when they leave my film 
than those people who publish 
or wrote the Bible can be 
responsible if John Brown goes 
out and kills hundreds of people 
for Christ, and just before he 
goes out the last thing he read 
was the Bible. : 

TBP: Yet movies have a very 
strong power of suggestion over 


their audiences. Look at all the 
people who took canoe trips 
down that river after seeing 
Deliverance. 

WF: I don’t know any, give 
me the name of one. Then give 
me facts about the people — 
what is their emotional 
background before they saw the 
movie? How stable were they 
before they came into the 
theater? There are many people 
who are just ready to be 
triggered into 
violence...there are more 
murders and acts of violence 
every minute in this country, 
and everybody wants to justify it 
on grounds other than mental 
illness. 

The Boston Strangler got the 
idea for entering women’s 
apartments having seen the 
Robert Cummings Show on 
television. Cummings was a 
photographer and used to go 
around measuring women with a 


tape measure; they would giggle 
and get excited. This gave 
DeSalvo the idea that he would 
pose as a photographer. He 
would ring doorbells and say “I 
hear you're a very attractive girl 
and that.you might make a good 
model, would you be 
interested?’’ First step, the 
women would say yes, he was in. 
Second, he would whip out his 
tape measure and start to tease 
them with it — and if they 
responded, then he was really in. 
What do you say that the Robert 
Cummings Show shouldn’t have 
been shown on television? 

“I do not take the position 
that I am responsible for an act 
of insanity committed after 
someone comes out of a theater. 
Not responsible, can’t be! ...And 
I never thought the The Exorcist 
would be viewed primarily as a 
scary film. 

TBP: What else could it be? 

WF: The author, for example, 
doesn’t see it that way, nor do I. 
It is scary, but when the dust 
settles there are other aspects to 
the story than the horrific ones, 
and those are the ones that 
interested me when I undertook 
the project. It’s true that there 
are frightening aspects to it; 
there are frightening aspects to 
Orestes and Oedipus and Julius 
Caesar. Ever seen Julius 
Caesar, where six men stab 
Caesar in the stomach and in 
the neck and in the throat? 
What could be more frightening 
than that? 

TBP: Do you think you 
understand why people are 
becoming so frightened by the 
film? 

WF: People are not doing 
that! See, there’re twelve 
hundred seats in the National 
Theater here; they’re all filled. 
every day. Say two or three 
people throw up or become 
frightened or scream — what’s 
the percentage? You’re not 
talking to me about fifty or a 
hundred people carrying on. 

TBP: I’m talking about the 
fact that most everybody I know 
who’s seen it has had Exorcist- 
inspired nightmares. 

WF: But how many 
nightmares did they have before 
the film? And how stable are

The Characteristics of 

Demonic Possession: 

1. The possessed struggles 

against all divine influence. 

2. The possessed has massive 

bodily strength. 

3. The voice of another 

emanates from the possessed. 

4. The possessed wounds: 

himself and attempts suicide. 

5. The possessed has a 

restless, aggressive 

disposition. 

6. The possessed has 

supernatural knowledge and 

wisdom. 

7. The possessed has a 

particular resistance to the 

driving out of the demons. 

8. The possessed shows great 

exhaustion, but retains full

These easy guides to 
determining whether or not you 
or your friends have been 
possessed come from the pen of a 
European minister. They were 
written, not in the Sixteenth 
Century, but in 1970, in a book 
entitled Demons and the 
Possessed. Later in the same 
chapter, the minister goes on to 
give some helpful hints to 
prospective exorcists, once they 
have recognized possession in 
action. Of course, the good 
pastor was one of a minority of 
European clergymen versed in 
the fine of art of exorcism when 
he wrote the book, and in most 
parts of America, he might have 
been laughed out of church, but 
nowadays, an English language 
version of his original German 


work might be a bigseller. 


In the Catholic grade schools 
of the 1950’s, the seven Holy 
Orders were taught and 
memorized as fervently as the 
order of the planets; 
porterlectorexorcistacolytesub - 
deacondeaconandpriest meant a- 
bout as much to the Catholic 
students as mercuryvenusearth- 
marsjupitersaturnneptuneura- 
nuspluto — or whatever the 
order was — to most kids.

However, the percentage of illiterates has 
dropped. The reason is that the 
population has grown at a faster pace 
than the rate of illiteracy. The rate of 
illiteracy has actually dropped from 39 
percent in 1960 to 34 percent in 1970. Sad 
as it is, one in every three people on earth 
can neither read nor write.

surplus by fiscal 1976, leaving a 
paper-thin $3.5 million buffer 
zone at best. 

In fact, if the legislature 
tampers with the budget 
recommendations to any 
signifcant degree at all, that 
amount may not even get the 
state through the next calendar 
year without requiring some new 
or increased form of revenue. 

In the political atmosphere of 
the upcoming election year, the 
likely scenario, based on past 
performance, is this: The 
legislature will make severe 
cutbacks in the governor’s 
welfare recommendations (since 
the welfare constituency is not a 
popular one) and substitute 
increased funding for some of its 
own pet projects and programs 
— perhaps higher education, an 
area where the governor has cut 
back severely. This will result in 
a series of welfare deficiency 
budgets and, possibly, the need 
for new taxes before the year is 
out. 

Meanwhile, even if the state 
offers no new programs or 
increased commitments to 
present programs, we are 
already committed, according to 
the governor’s figures, to 
increased costs (due to inflation 
and other unavoidable factors) 
amounting to a staggering $256 
million a year over the next few 
years, while tax revenues will 
only bring in an estimated 
increase of $181 million a year 
over the same period. 

On top of that, the state has 
been forced to transfer a 
substantial portion of its federal 
revenue sharing funds to the 
debt service reserve to cover for 
an insufficient growth in 


cigarette tax receipts — a 
situation that js not expected to 
improve —- and the gasoline 


shortage is now expected to 
produce a 15 percent drop in gas 
sales and, consequently, in 
gasoline tax receipts as well. 

Increases in gas and cigarette 
taxes could make up for these 
losses, but this year the governor 
will avoid — or delay — any tax 
increase if at all possible. He 
does admit in his budget 
summary, though; that “if the 
(energy) crisis does not ease by 
next January, the tax revenues 
forecast for fiscal year 1975 may 
prove overly optimistic.” 

That’s a lot of bad.news to 
swallow at once, but Lpresent it 
here merely to- rline «the 
following point, which is made 
best by quoting directly from the 
governor’s own budget 
summary! 

“We have managed to avoid a 
tax increase in the last few years 
because of federal revenue- 
sharing, higher than average 
economic growth, and severe

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“Yes We Can!’ — But Do We Want To? 


By Karen Lindsey 
“Yes We Can! Yes We Can!,” 
the much-touted “celebration of 
women” sponsored by WBZ and 
the Governor’s Commission on 
the Status of Women, was held 
_ at Hynes Auditorium on Friday, 
Jan. 18, and broadcast all day 
on WBZ-TV. 

It had a lot of the overtones of 
last November’s Women’s 
World Fair held at the same 
place. Women’s World was easy 
to write about: it was purely and 
simply a piece of cheap, vulgar 
consumerism blatantly aimed at 
the exploitation of women. “‘Yes 
We Can” was something else — 
but after three days of talking to 
people and trying to sort out my 
own impressions, I’m not sure 
what that something is. 

It started Thursday night with 
an hour-long entertainment 
special, with host Pat Mitchell 
being so nervously charming 
that I couldn’t avoid thinking 
that the point of the kickoff was 
to erase any possible fear that 
“Yes We Can” was run by 
militant liberationists. Helen 
Reddy, Ann Murray, and Jaye 
P. Morgan sang, as did the

Labelles. The tone was genteely 
right-on, until the Labelles sang 
a beautiful, though, and in the 
context totally ironic ‘‘The 
Revolution Will Not Be 
Televised.”” 1 wonder if WBZ 
knew the Lavelles were planning 
to do this number: it certainly 
overshadowed the rest of the 
hour, which consisted of 
pleasant songs, ladylike 
conversation, and commercials 
that asserted the virility of 
Salada tea. 

The official beginning was 7 
a.m. Friday. Only two hours 
were alloted to the concerns of 
the working woman (who since, 
it was done on a weekday, was 
shunted out of the major part of 
it). I work a part time job that 
begins at 9 a.m. I knew I’d be 
covering the fair for the Phoenix, 
so I got up early. I have no 
husband nor kids to see to in the 
morning, and the people I work 
for are reasonable about my 
showing up late. In spite of all 
this I found it difficult to deal 
with my morning routine and 
still catch more than the half 
working-woman segment. I’m

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sure a woman in less optimal 
circumstances had little chance 
of catching even that much of it. 
If she had, she would have seen a 
ludicrous, offensive duPont 
fashion show, in which a 
condescending moderator 
demonstrated, to Sonya 
Hamlin’s enthusiastic approval, 
how the “working girl” could 
make her own version of Dior 
original for only $42 — which is 
about half of many “working 
girls’ take-home salaries. The 
rest of the two hours consisted of 
short snippets of conversation 
that, given time, might have 
been interesting, but under the 
circumstances were only 
frustrating. Shelley Wortis of 
the Labor Pains Collective had 
as much time to explain the 
concept of free, community- 
controlled child care as most 
quiz-show contestants have to 
say who they are and where they 
come from. I missed the rest of 
the morning events (I’m a 
“working girl’) and got to Hynes 
Auditorium at ‘a few minutes 
before one o’clock. A group of 
feminists, representing 38 
women’s groups, had been 
protesting the fair: when they 
marched into the cameramen’s 
area they were offered some air 
time to discuss their objections. 
When I got to the auditorium, 
jammed with hundreds of 
women, the debate was going on, 
and it was appalling. Marnette 
O’Brien and Leslie Kagan, 
speaking for the demonstrators, 
were reasonable, calm, and 
polite. Sonya Hamlin was rude 
to them, but at least she had 
some excuse: she works for WBZ 
and has a job to protect. But 
Florence Kennedy (recruited for 
the occasion by WBZ, I was 
told) was the real horror. A 
movement woman, herself, 
Kennedy brutally trashed 
Kagan and O’Brien shouting 
ironic accustions about their 
betrayal of sisterhood. It was one 


solidarity I’ve ever seen. I don’t 


know why she did it, but I saw 


her do it. I wish I hadn’t. 

A couple of hours later I ran 
into Leslie Kagan, and in the 
few minutes I was with her at 
least five women came up to her 
to talk about what they had 
heard ar. and Marnette saying 


rebroadcast later in the evening 
with the sound fully audible.) 
Women from the Governor's 
Commission on the Status of 
Women held a press conference 
about an hour after the 
protesters held theirs. Unlike 
Hamlin, they were fairly 


supportive of the demonstrators. 
In spite of a constrained and

the association of the women’s 


movement with capitalist, profit- 


making organizations. It is the 
last point that most disturbed 
me, and the leaflet the women 
put out expressed it perfectly: 


We find it impossible to 
respect or trust... 
corporatate sponsors. 


in knowing more, and clearly not 
hostile to the protesters. Leslie 
said that this had been 
happening all afternoon, and 
felt confident that the protesters 
had gotten their message across. 
(Marnette later told me that she 
had left the auditorium and 
stopped off to have a beer: the 
men at the bar who had watched 
her on TV were supportive, and 
were angry that her comments 
about duPont and big business 
were bleeped out. Z had 
claimed technical difficulties, 
but I’m told that the debate was 


understandably defensive 
attitude, they agreed that they 

some differences of opinion 
with WBZ, and felt that the 
protesters represented view- 
points that might otherwise not 
be aired. They were as 
reasonable as could be expected, 
and were a relief after the 
Kennedy episode. 

What the protesters 
complained about, in essence, 
was the lack of representation of 
poor, black, or third-world 
women’s groups, the lack of 
concern for working women, and 


DuPont and Westinghouse 
(WBZ owner) make the 
bombs and napalm the U.S. 
government uses against 
African and Southeast Asian 
peoples . . . We cannot 
support corporations which 
have distorted women’s 
needs and image in this 
country to create a huge 
consumer market while they 
kill and exploit people all 
over the world. . . .” 


Connected to this was the fact 
that the child care, though free 


for this one day, was provided by 
Living and Learning, an 
‘expensive private center, in 
spite of an offer by the Labor 
Pains Collective to replace 
them. As it turned out, women 
still had to wait for two hours to 
get one hour of child care. 
Throughout the day and 
afterwards, I talked to women 
who felt ripped off by the fair. 
Catherine Russo, one of a group 
of filmmakers who made the 
various short films shown during 
the day, was bitter. It was useful 
to these women to have their 
work shown and credited, but 
they were providing free service 
to WBZ — and, she felt, they 
were being used as a sop to 
prevent the kind of protest that 
happened anyway. Further, they 
were promised that costly 
photographic supplies would be 
provided by the station; they 
weren’t, and the women had to 
buy them themselves. Like all 
the people I talked to who were 
angry at the Fair, Catherine 
emphasized that she had no 
quarrel With women who put it 
together — although she wa. 
unhappy with the woman 
manager from Poloroid who had 
her kicked out of the booth when 
she discovered her part in the 
protest. 

I spent some time on Sunday 
talking with Emily Gabel, who 
had worked with “Yes We Can” 
from its beginning — first as an 
assistant to the executive 
producer, later as production 
assistant for the whole show. 
She worked for no payment 
except expenses (a couple of 
meals and a taxi ride) and a TV 
credit. She began to feel 
increasingly ripped off as the 
weeks went on, partly by the 
station’s attitude that she and 
the other women who worked on 
the show should feel privileged 
to be allowed to donate their 
services. She suggested that, 
since the women themselves

restraint on new spending. 

‘“‘An analysis of likely 
spending commitments over the 
next few years, however, 
indicates that the problem may 
have only been postponed, not 
solved, and that new taxes may 
be inevitable unless the State 
adjusts its spending 
commitments to its revenue.”’ 


Hard Questions 


That’s a reasonably candid 
assessment of the state’s 
financial picture: tax reform, 
government reorganization, and 
other difficult, but necessary 
issues have been simply 
postponed, and it will all catch 
up with us in fiscal year 1976, if 
not before. 


Unless the legislature faces 
such questions seriously this 
session — an unlikely prospect 
since the legislators will be in a 
rush to adjourn early and get out 
on the campaign trail — the 
prospect, according to 
administration figures, of an 
added tax burden of $75 million 
a year seems unavoidable. 

Either that, or the legislature 
will be forced to make what the 
governor has called “agonizing 
political choices,” cutting back 
on very necessary social aid 
programs. ‘‘Do we,’’ the 
governor asks, “at some future 
date, renege on past promises to 
the elderly in order to pay for 
assistance to the mentally 
retarded? Do we sacrifice public 
health programs so that we can 
afford services to children? 
These questions only become 
harder if they are postponed.” 

All these sexy and overly- 
dramatic quotations, by the 
way, are lifted from a rather 


unique 157-page booklet 
accompanying the budget 
figures this year, called, “The 
Budget In English,’’ an 
ambitious and surprisingly 
informative volume that, for the 
first time in over a decade, 
represents a major effort to open 
up the budget procedure to 
constituent groups and the 
general public. 

The booklet contains an 
understandable amount of 
proadministration propaganda, 
and fails to outline, for example, 
such sensitive information as 
where and how new jobs (some 
3600 of them) are created or 
what the salaries are. 

The governor’s big push 
during this election year is for 
increased programs and funding 
for children, an admirable goal 
to be sure, and he’s milking it 
politically for all it’s worth. 

Sargent has called children’s 
care “the single highest priority 
for service expansion in the 1974- 
75 budget,” and depending on 
whose figures you accept, the 
governor’s or his administration 
and finance people, anywhere 
from $18.8 million to $20.4 
million in new money has been 
recommended this year for such 
service in various state agencies 
and departments. 

To make sure we all get the 
message, Sargent has 
announced this no less than 
three times — first in his “State 
of the State”’ message, again in 
his budget message, and a third 
time at a special gathering of 
some 1100 enthusiastic members 
of Local Children’s Councils 
(and their families) at the State 
House last Tuesday, an event 
called ““A Day For Children” at 
which Sargent mugged for the 
TV cameras including his own 
film crew which took footage of 
the event that will surely turn 
up in his TV ads as the 
campaign gets into full swing. 

Trouble is, the major credit 


for the state’s increased 
commitment to children this 
year should really go to David 
Liederman, director of the 
Office for Children, a former 
state rep from Malden, and a 
Democrat. 

It was Liederman and his 
people, not Sargent, who 
reportedly fought tooth and nail 
against Administration and 
Finance objections to get the 
level of funding that was finally 
approved. 


And, even though the $20 
million — odd that was finally 
squeezed out of the bureaucracy 
for children’s programs was seen 
by Beacon Hill observers as a 
significant victory for 
Liederman and his efforts, 
Secretary Cowin admitted 
under questioning last week that 
actual requests for children’s 
funding had totaled about $50 
million initially. 

By contrast to the expanded 
funding for children, a 
department that has seen its 
own budget doubled in this its 
second year of existence, the 
Department of Corrections 
seems to be the forgotten child 
of state government this year ... 
perhaps intentionally. 

The fiscal ’75 budget for 
Corrections recommends an 
expenditure of $33.7 million, a 9 
percent increase over the prior 
year. But the bulk of the 
increase is to cover inflationary 
increases in food, fuel, ‘and 
other institutional com- 
modities.” There is virtually 
no new money in the budget for 
expansion of the severely limited 
rehabilitative programs or any 
new facilities at the state’s 
institutions. 


Indeed, the bulk of the $26.1 
million to be spent at the five 
major penal institutions is for 
employee salaries, and 70 
percent of those employees are 
guards. Thirty percent are 


“administrative, treatment and 
maintenance staff.” 

And since Sargent failed to. 
even mention penal reform in 
either his “‘State of the State”’ or 
his budget message, it’s 
painfully clear that he’s hoping 
the most explosively 
controversial issue of 1973 will, 
through a policy of benign 
neglect, be somewhat forgotten 
by election day, 1974. 

The most significant area of 
curtailment, though, is state 
support for public higher 
education, as Sargent attempts 
to enforce a policy that will stop 
the expansion of state schools. 

The administration is hoping 
the move will force the 
legislature to deal with the 
problem of increased cost of 
public education while private 
schools lose money and have 
vacant seats. What seems more 
certain, however, is that the 
powerful education lobby will 
pressure the legislators to restore 
some of the funds — and that, 
with the governor’s support, this 
will be the year for a major 
tuition increase at the 
University of Massachusetts. 


Unless that tuition increase is 
coupled with a real commitment 
by the state to provide 
scholarship aid, of course, it will 
be the needy student who will 
suffer from all of this. 

And then, as always, there is 
welfare. The total cost of welfare 
for fiscal 75 is pegged at $1.059 
billion — a $45 million increase 
and more than the state will 
take in from the personal income 
tax for the same period. 

Welfare, of course, makes an 
easy and expedient whipping 
boy for hack politicians and 
certain elements of the media. 
but the governor’s budget 
summary contains some 
interesting statistics that do not 
fit well with the more common 
welfare stereotypes. 

A 1971 federal study indicated 


that the average family 
receiving Aid To Families With 
Dependent Children (AFDC) 
consists of a mother and two 
children and receives assistance 
for 23 months. In Massachusetts 
half of all AFDC mothers were 
born in the state and 75 percent 
of the total caseload is white. 

The statistics, in other words, 
effectively debunk the myth 
about out-of-state black welfare 
mothers with dozens of kids that 
stay on public assistance for life 
— a myth, of course, that will 
persist anyway. > 

In fact, a major part of the 
welfare increase is the result of 
last year’s passage of landmark 
legislation guaranteeing an 
adequate minimum income for 
the elderly, blind and disabled 
— a fact that the governor points 
out continuously in his budget 
summary as if to cast the blame 
(or credit?) on the legislature. 


Who Knows? 


The summary also contains a 
lot of propaganda about new 
efficiency procedures and cross- 
checking methods being 
introduced in the welfare 
department to save money. For 
example 20 new staff positions 
and procedural changes in 
handling the $427 million 
Medicaid program, the 
summary states, will cost an 
initial $4 million, but “increased 
staff and new management 


- initiatives are expected to 


produce a first year savings of 
$12 million.” 

Who knows? If no one in the 
legislature tries to make 
political mileage out of 


irrational welfare tampering this. 


year, and unless someone in 
welfare administration stumbles 
onto another shoebox full of 
unpaid bills, maybe we can 
make it through the year 
without several welfare 
deficiency budgets. 
But don’t count on it.

a What happens if the unexpected happens... 
e. if you lose your job, or sudden illness 
credit strikes you or your family, or some other 
ee emergency prevents you from meeting 
your financial obligations? What do you 
do if the credit you're counting on is 
refused for no apparent reason! 

We know some of the ways you can 
and should handle a credit crisis, in case you're ever faced 
with one. 

What if you can’t meet your obligations? Many times, 

a change in circumstances can temporarily prevent an’ 
individual from meeting obligations on schedule. If this 
happens to you: don’t panic. Naturally, your creditors 
want to be paid on time. But they understand that the 
best of plans can be set back unexpectedly, and they are 
always interested in helping you if they can. (After all, 
delinquent accounts are not profitable for creditors.) 

The important thing to remember is that your creditors 
have no way of knowing you have a problem unless you 
tell them. If you don’t, they’1l have to assume you're 
simply unwilling to pay, and your credit reputation will 
suffer. Once you make a creditor aware of your situation, 
you can usually make some mutually satisfactory arrange- 
ment to take off the pressure and help you preserve your 
credit reputation. 

What if you’re refused credit? For most of us, unexpected 
refusal of credit can be an immediate crisis. You have a 
right to know why credit has been refused. If you're not 
told, ask. The refusal may be based on erroneous infor- 
mation or misinterpretation of information furnished. 

If the refusal is based wholly or partly on information 
supplied by a consumer reporting agency such as a credit 
bureau, the Massachusetts Fair Credit Reporting Law 
requires the credit lender to supply you, the applicant, 
with the name and address of the agency involved. You 
can then go to that agency and request a review of your 
credit file. The agency must then investigate and correct 
any errors that appear. 

If you’re not satisfied with the results of the investiga- 
tion, you have a right to file a brief statement of your side 
of the story with thereporting agency. Your statement 
and any corrections made in your file will be furnished 
on future credit inquiries. They could result in a reversal 
of your credit refusal, and prevent a similar crisis from 
happening again. So don’t hesitate to take action if any 
information in your credit file is in dispute. Credit bureaus 
encourage you to do so, because they want to keep their 
records accurate. 

What if you become overextended? This can happen if 
you borrow beyond your ability to repay, or your circum- 
stances change drastically, and you just don’t have enough 
cash each week or month to meet your obligations. 

Tell your creditors. Attempt to work out realistic 
solutions with them in person. Make sure each creditor 
is aware of your total situation, not just your problem 
paying him. Budget very carefully, and make sure you 
agree only to repayment schedules which you know 
you can meet. 

If sincere efforts to work things out with creditors fail 
to produce results, we suggest you seek legal advice or 
ask your local United Way office or your creditors them- 
selves to put you in touch with a non-profit credit coun- 
selling service, such as the Consumer Credit Counselling 
Service of Greater Boston, Inc. This service will review 
your situation, suggest a personal budget, contact credi- 
tors and recommend repayment schedules compatible 
with your circumstances, and even handle the distribu- 
tion of your funds to your creditors. There is usually no 
cost to the customer for these services, which are 
supported by creditors and interested charities. 

The credit counselling approach is a good one, but 
don’t expect instant results. It took time for your financial 
situation to reach its present crisis, and it’s going to 
take time to correct it. ‘ 

We hope you never have to face a credit crisis. But 
remember: don’t panic if you do. By analyzing your situa- 
tion, then taking appropriate action, you should be able 
to handle the crisis to the satisfaction of both you and 
your creditors.

Continued from page | |————— 
weren't getting paid, WBZ 
should contribute money to the 
women’s organizations involved 
in the show and thus 
démonstrate their committment 
to keep the “celebration of 
women” an ongoing process. Her 
idea met with little support: the 
general attitude was a fear of 
rocking the boat ‘and being 
branded a political action. (On 
that account, at least, they 
succeeded magnificently: I don’t 
think anyone would accuse “Yes 
We Can” of being political.) As 
the planning stages went on, 
Emily continually made 
suggestions that were 
continually ignored. She wanted 
to have a series of sketches on 
heroines in history. She wanted 
them to drop the fashion show — 
or if that was impossible to 
change it from imitation high 
fashion to an emphasis on 
clothing that was functional and 
cheap. She wanted them to do 
away with the makeup and 
cooking booths — not out of any 
objection to makeup or cooking 
but because they are things 
constantly thrust on women’s 
attention. She wanted a booth 
for the local feminist radio and 
TV shows, including the show 
she co-produced, WBZ-FM’s 
own “I Am Woman” show. 

She also expressed the fear (as 
did many other women) that 
WBZ would use this to fill up 
their FCC public-service 
programming requirements, and 
that there would be nothing 
more on women’s issues for the 
season. She felt the whole 
project was done in the easiest 
way possible. There was no 
attempt, for instance, to get 
films of women’s groups at work 
on their own premises, and she 
felt that the whole fair-booth 
idea is at best unimaginative. 
She became increasingly 
dissatisfied with the easy 
acceptance of the status quo — 
the reduction of feminism to an 
effort to plug women into male 
roles in male-defined structures. 

Though glad for the 
demonstration, she was 
disappointed that so many 
feminists groups had gotten 
invitations to participate and for 
one reason or another had either 
not responded or responded too 
late. Though the women who 
worked on the fair, according to 


Emily, weren’t feminists, they ‘*~ 


were responsive to feminism, 
and though they made no effort 
beyond the initial invitation to 
include women’s liberation 
organizations, any group that 
had responded early enough 


would have had space — and 
might have shifted the balance 
and tone of the whole project. 

In all fairness, I must say that 
not everyone I spoke to felt 
negative about “Yes We Can:” 
Celia Gilbert from the Phoenix | 
staff watched the show on TV 
from noon through the end, and 
was highly enthusiastic about 
the panels on rape, the YWCA’s 
self-defense demonstration, and 
various discussions on abortion, 
self-examination, legal name 
change, the Gray Panthers, and 
others. I missed most of the TV 
coverage, but I must admit that 
I was heartened by the large 
number of politically and 
socially decent groups that had 
booths at the fair itself. Labor 
Pains did finally get a booth. 
Elaine Noble was interviewed 
and DOB had a booth: while one 
shouldn’t have to be grateful to 
see lesbianism acknowledged as 
a major female experience, the 
fact is that their presence in an 
otherwise totally straight 
context was significant. (I do 
wonder if the makers of that 
virile Salada tea knew who they 
were sharing their commercial 
space with.) NOW was there, 
and the Women’s Yellow Pages, 
and the Women’s Almanac. 
(Both the feminist groups inside 
and the protesters expressed 
genuine support for each other’s 
presence.) These groups were 
there, and their presence did 
provide a chance for women to 
learn of their existence and to 
talk with them: as Celia pointed 
out, the enthusiastic presence of 
so many women indicates a 
hunger for feminist contact. Big 
business is going to buy air time 
anyway, and if we can use it to 
help give women that contact 
instead of having I Love Lucy 
reruns shoved down their 
throats, so much the better. 

But for all the fine exposure it 
undoubtedly gave a lot of 
feminist concepts and a lot of 
talented women, it was, in the 
end, the presence of the 
protesters that gave the fair its 


' justification. Their being there 


altered the focus, and forced the 
recognition of the question, ‘“‘Yes 
we can what?’’ Yes we can 
become integrated onto the 
burning ship, as James Baldwin 
said 10 years ago? Yes we can 
manufacture napalm, or pilot 
the planes that drop that 
napalm? Probably we can, but I 
don’t think that’s the goal of the 
women’s movement. I think that 
implicit in feminism is the 
committment to end all 
oppression, to redefine the social 
structures, to eliminate the 
contexts in which, the, 
manufacturer of napalm is a 
possibility. And this is the one 
alternative that “Yes We Can” 
never suggested.

the Student for a Democratic 
Society, gaining control of the 
labor committee of SDS at 
Columbia University, and 
playing a leading role in the 
Columbia Strike. They were 
ejected by SDS in 1969. But the 
relationship between Marcus 
and the other members 
was always closer to that of the 
teacher to his pupils than to any 
relationship of peers. Marcus 
was twenty or thirty years older 
than most of his disciples, far 
more schooled in philosophy and 
economics and an adept with 
Marxian theory. 

“Lyn had the notion that if his 
ideas did not prevail, mankind 
was doomed,” said one former 
follower, ‘‘and since he was 


obviously the most brilliant . 


(and his early work was really 
great) everyone became afraid to 
criticize him. . . even to say, but 
I don’t understand. Even when 
his work got sloppier and 
sloppier, people kept conceding 
ground. His ideas became the 
organization, and the 
organization had to be 
supported. And there was too 
tremendous pressure and 
urgency of facism around the 
corner.” 

Alice Weitzman said that 
while this tendency had been 
present in the early group; then 
it was more subtle. “I date the 
change for the worst when Carol 
Schnitzer, Lyn’s mistress, left 
him the summer before last. In 
the period since then, his own 
psychosis has come to dominate 
the organization.’’ Miss 
Schnitzer, a native of 
Springfield, is a veteran of the 
Boston Trotskyist movements 
and Marcus’s first convert and 
follower. Last year Ms. 
Schnitzer married a British 
NCLC organizer, Chris White, a 
historian and veteran of the 
British International Socialists 
who had been recruited on a 
visit to New York in 1972. It was 
Mr. White, according to the 
NCLC, who was the 
brainwashed ‘“‘drone-assassin”’ 
in the latest CIA plot against 


Marcus. (There had been a 
previous one.) In de- 
programming Mr. White, 


Marcus put White through a 
form of reversed brainwashing 
that is, paraphrasing various 
reports mildly, extremely 
uncomfortably. White, 
according to the NCLC, is 
grateful and ‘“‘almost sane” now. 

Commencing with a series of 
seminars for NCLCmembers last 
spring, Marcus began to impose 
a neo-Freudian personality 
analysis on his followers. The 
family structure was rooted in 
women, and women used their 
sexual power over men to 
castrate them politically, 
socially and sexually, he taught. 
Since “‘all the so-called objective 
arguments needed to prod 
workers into immediately 
establishing socialism are 
already well-established facts,” 
explained a recent issue of the 
Campaigner, the NCLC 
theoritical journal, “that the 
masses of workers have not 
already established socialism is 
primarily a subjective 
question.” The “bitch woman” 
is the castrating “subjective” 
oppressor. All women, taught 
Marcus, are primarily lesbian- 
focused. For the Revolution, 
trumpeted the Campaigner, “we 
are going to systematically 
destroy the counterre- 
volutionary subjective ele- 
ment of ‘woman’s fear,’ both 
in the working-class woman 
herself and in the man’s 
infantile subjugation to the fears 
of the internalized ‘mother- 
image’ from his childh

ties with their parents finally 
and completely. 

“The mother problem,” said 
an ex-member, “is used as a 
derogatory way to answer any 
criticism or resistance to 
Marcus’s ideas.” “It was an 
accusation of not speaking self- 
consciously,” said another, “of 
allowing your ideas to be 
dominated by women, by 
women’s ideas.”” Women’s idea, 
said Marcus, set up “blocks” to 
proper revolutionary thinking. 
“At conferences,”’ said Ms. 
Weitzmen, “they'd explain how 
women tell men that if they get 
into politics they wouldn’t get 
any pussy — just like that!” 
Brainwashing Panic 

The brainwashing panic, said 
Ms. Weitzman, is just another 
way to increase dependence on 
Marcus , isolate NCLCers 
from dissidents who have left, 
and stress the inadequacy of 
thought on the part of individual 
members. Ms. Weitzman was 
put under ‘“‘restraints,’’ on 
January 1, the day of a big 
NCLC conference; imprisoned 
in her apartment, she was made 
to listen to Beethoven at very 
high volume, because Marcus 
had said Beethoven’s music was 
the ‘“‘key” her brainwashing 
program into action. She was 
held for two days, awaiting 
Marcus’s ‘‘de-programming,”’ 
until the note she dropped out 
the window brought the police. 

Once free, Ms. Weitzman 
called a friend, Chuck Paulson, 
in Boston, and told him what 
had happened. Paulson and his 
wife Betty are members of the 40. 
45 member NCLC group here in 
Boston. Paulson called a 
meeting of the Boston local and 
told them that something had 
gone ‘haywire in New York. “I 
guess they came down on him 
and he completely capitulated,” 
said Ms. Weitzman, “I called 
back and his wife told me that 
he had gone voluntarily into 
‘restrained issolation;’ he was 
considered hysterical for having 
listened to me. I called back 
again and he shouted ‘CIA rats 
are shit’ into the phone and 
hung up. I thought it was just 
him, but now I’ve gotten it from 
dozen different people. It’s the 
line. Marcus told them to say 
that to me or anyone of a couple 
other people who called to screw 
up our brainwash programs. It’s 
such a crude way to ex- 
communicate people from 
outside critical thought.” 

The NY police moved to take 
advantage of the incident and 
the state preferred kidnap 
charges. Ms. Weitzman has 
been a reluctant witness in the 
case. “What they need they 
won’t get in a jail,” she said. 

I have checked with several 
top experts in brainwash, 
independent and government- 
connected, and have been told 
repeatedly that the NCLC 
version of “‘programmed’”’ long- 
term “Manchurian Candidate” 
sleeper-drone brainwashing is 
just not possible. One of the 
experts, Dr. Martin Ome, a 
professor of experimental 
psychiatry at the University of 
Pennsylvania, editor of the 
Internal Journal of Clinical and 
Experimental Hypnosis and 
author of the seminal paper on 
brainwashing and hypnosis, 
explained that the NCLC 
description is “fantasy, pure and 
simple.” 

‘“‘The fantasy of being 
controlled and manipulated 
from afar goes back to the 19th 
he said, “not only in 
literature, but in paranoid 
ideation — the recurrent 
thought patterns of paranoids. 
It’s a very common delusion and 
delusional systems adapt 
themselves to the physical 
sciences of the era. In the 19th 
century it was things like 
magnetic machines, now it’s 
psychological or hypnotic 
control. 

“Brainwashing does not work 
that way. Once you lose the 
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controls over a subject, the 
brainwasher loses the ability to 
manipulate behavior.” 

Lyn Marcus is a pseudonym 
for a 51-year-old man by the 
name of Lyndon Hermyle 
LaRouche, Jr. The false name 
dates from 1948, when 
LaRouche joined the Socialist 
Workers Party in Lynn, his 
home town. Along with 
thousands of others, he was 
ordered to choose a “party 
name” by the SWP leaders; it 
was a time of oppression, the red 
hunts were on and 18 SWP 
members had been sent to jail in 
the first Smith Act convictions. 
LaRouche was born in 
Rochester, N.H., in 1922° and 
was raised in Lynn as a 
fundamentalist Christian 
Quaker. Early friends remember 
LaRouche as unusually close to 
his devoutly religious mother. 

Both mother and father are 
still living in Lynn. His father, 
Lyndon Sr., still works as a 
researcher and consultant with 
an office on Milk Street in the 
financial section of Boston. The 
elder LaRouche was an inventor 
and technician with the United 
Shoe Machinery Company who 
left the company after a dispute 
and became the prosecution’s 
expert consultant in the years- 
long classic USM monopoly suit. 

In October of 1941 the elder 
Mr. LaRouche was ejected from 
the Lynn Friends Meeting for 
obstreperous actions in defense 
of the principles of the 
fundamentalist wing of the 
Quakers. Before the war there 
was a split in the New England 
Friends Meeting between the 
fundamentalist sects who took 
the Bible literally and believed 
that a rigid dogma should be 
enforced, and the more liberal 
Unitarian-oriented factions. 
During and after the war, 
negotiations reunified these 
groups with the understanding 
that dogma was not to be 
enforced. Mr. and Mrs. 
LaRouche were agressive 
partisans of a rigid 
fundamentalist position and 
protested the proposed 
reunification, according to 
Quaker meeting members, even 
to passing out broadsides 
attacking those of differing 
views. 


The Good Samaritan 


After Mr. LaRouche was 
‘‘disowned’’ by the Lynn 
Meeting, his wife and 19 year- 
old son, Lyndon Jr. resigned. 
Shortly after that the 
LaRouches became _ involved 
with a mission in the South End 
of Boston called the ‘Good 
Samaritan.” They stayed active 
with it until, in the mid-Fifties, 
they took control and 
reorganized it as The Village 
Street Society of Friends, an 
independent fundamentalist 
Quaker group. According to Mr. 
LaRouche Sr., his son, Lyndon, 
was one of the incorporating 
officers of the church and is still 
an officer. 

After Marcus’s reaction to the 
Real Paper, I must admit I 
approached the LaRouches with 
some trepidation and an 
exaggerated courtesy. Mr. 
LaRouche, at his office, greeted 
me openly and friendly. It 
quickly became clear, however, 
why Lyn Marcus did not want 
reporters visiting his family. 
Neither Mr. LaRouche nor his 
wife, who talked with me later, 
had any idea what their son was 
involved in. Both remain 
staucnchly conservative 
politically. 

“T don’t really know what my 
son is up to,’’ said Mr. 
LaRouche, “‘but he’s got some 
kind of social group down in 


- New York.” I asked if he knew of 


his son’s political activities? 
“Well, not much. I don’t think 
he’s very keen around the 
communists; he told me that if 
they got him over there they 
would kill him. But I know he’s 
travelled a lot speaking and 
writing; he’s written several 
books on political subjects, you 


know. (Mr. LaRouche thought 
D.C. Heath had published 
them; they had not.) 

Speaking with warmth and 
pride, he talked about his son’s 
ability as a public speaker. 
“He’s not, I’m sorry to say, a 
saint, but he’s a good boy,” he 
chuckled. 

Not A Leftist? 


He asked me if I knew his son 
and I said no, but that I knew of 
his leftist political activities. 
“Well, he may be a leftist, but 
I'll tell you something, the 
Communists don’t like him. I’m 
not a leftist,” he said, “and I 
don’t really think he is. 

“If he is,” he chuckled, ““God 
help them. He’ll tear them 
apart. He’s a very independent 
fellow and he doesn’t like 
anyone telling him what to do. If 
he’s involved in anything leftist, 
it would be something 
charitable. He’s a kind fellow, 
wouldn’t hurt anyone.” 

We talked for awhile generally 
about his consulting business, of 
which his son is still a vice 
president, and about Lyndon’s 
background as a business 
consultant and efficient expert, 
then he hesitantly asked me if I 
was going to write something 
about Lyndon and suggested: “‘I 
wouldn’t leave too much taint in 
the story about him being a 
leftist. Some of the people 
around him might be leftist but 
he isn’t, I’m sure. He’s a good 
hearted fellow.” 

Mr. LaRouche obviously had 
not read any of the newspaper 
stories about his son or his son’s 
organization. He ‘asked me no 
questions about it and I 
volunteered nothing. 

I spoke with Mrs. LaRouche 
wholly by accident. I was calling 


her husband to recheck’ 


something that he had told me 
and she answered the phone. At 
81, Mrs. LaRouche is not the 
sort of person I beat at poker. 
Once she had me on the line, I 
was answering all the questions. 
I told her I had been talking with 
her husband for a story I was 
doing about her son. She cut 
right into me asking me if I was 
friend or foe; I said I hadn’t met 
her son and then had to agree 
when she pegged that as an 
evasive answer. Mrs. LaRouche 
comes into Boston twice a week 
to teach Bible classes at the 
Village Street Friends Meeting; 
attendance has been slipping 
over the years and she 
apparently takes every 
opportunity to recruit for the 
Truth of Christ. She was a 
forthright direct woman who, as 
she said herself, “pushes hard” 
when it comes to getting young 
people involved with 
Christianity. ‘“‘Sometimes we 
have a very small group now; it 
used to be: larger, but the 
neighborhood is difficult for 
women and the older people 
have gotten repeatedly mugged, 
but I don’t care if it’s five or ten. 
. . you’d enjoy studying the 
Bible. It’s the one book that 
never made a mistake.” 

She talked briefly about her 
son; she needed no 
encouragement. ‘“‘You know 
about the seed and the tree,” she 
said after a discussion of the 
Bible, ‘‘well, I’m the seed when 
it comes to Lindy. I got a letter 
from Lindy in August. Shall I 
tell you what it said? I will. He 
said, ‘Mother, there are many 
who will never see you, who love 
you for what you’ve given to 
me.” 


Clairvoyant 


I was trying to politely say 
thank you, but she was a 
persistant woman and it was not 
until I said that “‘perhaps” I’d 
attend one of her Bible classes 
was she about to let me go.

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just wanted to show you how 
good I am,’’ said Mrs. 
LaRouche. 

We said goodby, hung up, and 
I sat puzzled for awhile. I’m sure 
I have never met the woman and 
I talked with her husband on the 
phone. And Mrs. LaRouche, the 
mother of Lyn Marcus, was 
surely telling me that she was 
clairvoyant. 

It was like another knot in 
Lyn Marcus’s personal past, a 
past with more than a few to 
confuse anyone seeking to 
understand the man. 


Marcus/LaRouche joined the 
SWP in 1948. Old local party 
members remember first 
meeting him at a 1948 SWP 
presidential campaign rally in 
Lynn. He had been a 
Conscientious Objector (CO) 
during the first part of the war, 
converted to Marxism and 
joined the Communist Party 
and then decided that CO labor 
was futile as well as hard, joined 
the army and served as a 
medical corpsman in India and 
Burma. He left the CP as the 
Stalinists rampaged and joined 
the Trotskyist SWP movement. 

Old comrades from the SWP 
days, say LaRouche stayed very 
active in the party until he left 
Boston in the late 50s. “He 
attended all the meetings,” said 
one, “it seemed like his only 
interest in life was politics. But 
what the hell, he never worked; 
he lived with his parents until he 
left town. His whole life was 
wrapped up in the movement. I 
never heard him say a good word 
about any writer of literature,” 
said this senior comrade, 
himself the owner of every 
Tolstoy translation. 


Encyclopedic Mind 


“Lindy had an encyclopedic 
mind, he could remember 
anything. And back then he had 
a very orthodox theory, but he 
was willing to argue at the drop 
of a hat whether it was a period 
or a comma at the pause. No one 
would argue with him; you’d 
just yes him to death because he 
came on like a screwball.” 

“He went to work for GE for 
awhile,” said another SWP 
acquaintance of the time,” back 
in ’52 or °53; he was going in 
there to organize and straighten 
out the union. We had a few 
young comrades in there 
working in Lynn. But he 
couldn’t get up every morning, 
so he got canned. 

“TI tried to tell him, ‘Lindy, 
you’ve got to get to work regular 
and keep your mouth shut; it all 
takes time, but you couldn’t tell 
him anything.” 

Even after LaRouche broke 
with SWP, there were old SWP 
Comrades in Boston who would 
get long 15 or 18 page letters 
every month or six weeks, 
setting forth LaRouche’s latest 
thoughts on the state of the 
movement and the Marxist 
dialectic. Copies went to leaders 
of the Socialist movement in the 
mid-West and on the West 
Coast. 

If many of LaRouche’s former 
comrades in SWP remember 
him less than fondly, neither do 
they remember anything in his 
early history with that Party 
that would have led them to 
expect to find him the leading 
advocate of internecine violence 
on the Left. 

Others, who knew him at the 
same time, but outside the 
movement, are even more 
surprised. Porter Sargent of 
Porter Sargent Publishers here 
in Boston, who has just brought 
out a major new book on the 
“Politics of Non-Violent 
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South Boston Friends Meeting House Where Marcus Is Stilla Member. 


Action,” served with LaRouche 
in a camp for conscientious 
objectors in West Compton, 
New Hampshire, during World 
War II, and kept him as a valued 
friend for the next 13 years. COs 
during WWII were drafted to 
work, but were not paid. The 
West Compton camp was 
supported by the Quakers, who 
fed and housed the COs, but the 
government assigned the work. 
“I met him in the ‘Louse 


Camp,’ a section of the camp 
where they put us in tents and 
used us for guinea pigs for 
medical experiments. They 
covered us with lice and told us 
not to scratch.” “He was a good 
man for the group,” said Porter, 
“he was articulate and strong 
minded and having been 
educated as a Quaker he knew 
all the ways of active non- 
violence. He was a serious deep 
pacifist. The idea that he has 


blown up and is violent and 
accusing the world of trying to 
knock him off in a world plot 
really seems rather bizarre to 
me.” 

The CO camp was a bitterly 
raw deal for the men involved, 
explained Sargent, nearly three- 
forths of them eventually chose 
jail while LaRouche took non- 
combatant status in the army. 

In the Fifties, Sargent 
remembers him as a good friend 
with a searching independent 
mind. ‘‘He had done a 
tremendous lot of study on his 
own, and some of that was very 
profound studying, I might add, 
in philosophy, mathematics, 
economics and practical 
business theory.”” For a few 
months, Sargent hired 
LaRouche to run a badly 
mismanaged binding company 
he owned. Although he alienated 
many of the skilled tradesman 
employees with his overbearing 
manner, he pulled the place 
together and put it in the black 
before he went to New York to 
sign on as efficiency expert with 
the May Company, a business 
consultant firm. 


“The Mother Problem” 


Seeking the roots of the Great 
Belief of his followers in 
LaRouche’s own background is 
probably futile. It is grounded 
more in the time and individual 
needs of the personalities 


_involved. But going beyond 


what we learn of 
Marcus/LaRouche from the 
activities of his group today, 
seeking some clearer profile of 
the man in his past, I find 
myself going back again to the 
oddest knot I’ve found. 
Awkwardly and ironically, 
perhaps his own model for 
understanding personality 
explains most. Lyndon Hermyle 
LaRouche, Marxist Messiah, is 
still an officer of his mother’s 
church.

priest, we knew, was an exocist, 
but getting free tickets to Red 
Sox games seemed to be a more 
imposing priestly perogative. 
Priests themselves seldom 
talked, or, one suspects, 
thought, about their God-given 
power to drive out demons. 
Because of the excesses of earlier | 
eras, priests were prohibited 
from exercising the power 
without either medical and 
psychiatric documentation of 
the issue and a bishop’s 
permission. Once or twice a nun, 
or later in high school a Jesuit, 
would tell a horror story about 
demonic possession in the 
modern age; these usually went 
straight to the mental circular 
file, along with the ones about 
atheistic Communist atrocities 
_ and icons which shed real tears. 
As you may have noticed, 
things have changed. Two weeks 
ago, a priest in California 
announced that he had 
performed an exorcism on a 
family which was obsessed by 
poltergeists; a team of 
ecumenical ministers did 
something similar in New 
Hampshire a week ago. Things 
are hopping in the exorcism biz. 
The Council of Corinth 
announced, in 276, that the 
power of exorcism could be 
granted through ordination: 
“When (exorcists) are ordained, 
they receive from the hand of 
the bishop a little book in which 
the exorcisms are written, 
receiving power to lay hands on 
the (possessed) whether 
baptized or catechumens.”’ 
Laying on hands and driving out 
demons has been only 
sporadically popular among the 
clergy over the millennia, but in 
some places, the rites of 
exorcism have never died out. 
A few months ago, this writer 
was introduced to an Anglican 


bishop. Lacking much in 
common with His Grace, I 


inquired about the state of his. 


diocese. 


“Really rather frightful,” he 
said, or words to that effect. 
“T’m having trouble with 
demonic possession.” 


Indeed, it was reported a few 
weeks ago that possessions, and, 
consequently, exorcisms, have 
become such a problem in 
England that the Archbishop of 
Canterbury has appointed a 
special deputy to supervise the 
process. Likewise, when I tried 
to find a practising exorcist last 
week, clerical friends advised 
me to try Episcopal clergymen. 
Roman Catholics, they said, 
have to go through so much red 
tape to get permission to 
perform the rite that people in 
search of exorcism frequently 
seek out Episcopalians instead. 


Episcopal Exorcist 


In fact, the only clergyman in 
the Boston area I found last 
week who had performed an 
exorcism and would talk about 
it was an Episcopalian. The 
exorcism had taken place 
several years ago, before the 
current craze, and unlike his 
colleague in California, who had 
held a press conference, been on 
network news shows, and 
appeared as a guest on the 
Tomorrow show, this gentleman 
was not looking for publicity. 


The affair began simply 
enough, he told me, when a 
stranger approached him while 
he was working in his garden. 
The man had been baptized a 
Roman Catholic, but had gotten 
no satisfaction in approaching 
clergymen of that 
denomination; likewise, doctors 
and psychiatrists were unable to 
help him. His particular demon 
was frightening, although not as 
violent or obscene as the movie 
demon. 


The demon would come to the 
man in the middle of the night, 


in the form of a pair of hands 
around his neck. Every night the 
hands came and ;choked him, 
violently, until he thought he 
would die. He survived, of 
course, but only to be confronted 
with the same phenomenon the 


next night; psychiatrists had no 


solution, and there was no other 
relief in sight. So, with a group 
of other Christians praying over 
the man, the priest prayed that 
the devil be cast out. 

After hours of fervent, if 
uneventful, prayer, the man was 
suddenly subjected to a violent 
coughing fit which left him 
writhing and gasping for life. 
When the coughing finally 
stopped, the demon was gone, 
never to return. 

If this exorcism was not as 
cinematic as the one which has 
made millions of Americans 
aware of what an exorcist is, it 
may be closer to the usual rite 
than what the film portrays. But 
there are records of demonic 
possessions as violent as 
William Peter Blatty’s account 
suggests. It is for these 
occassions that our German 
pastor friend offers the following 
tips for successful exorcism: 


Remember that Jesus Christ 
alone is the driver out of devils; 
yet he works through people in 
his service. 

Through debate the demon 
often tries to hinder his driving 
out. Never engage the demon in 
conversation; he will regenerate 
his powers in the course of 
discussion. 

Always try to administer 
Communion to the possessed; 
Communion is the demon’s 
main enemy. 


Always obtain the identity of 
the demon, and determine 
whether (s)he is single or 
multiple. 


Never trust the answers of a 
demon. A demon is a Lying 
Spirit, just as Satan, his master, 
is the King of Lies. The demon 
may exit through several means; 
mostly usually through the 


mouth, but occasionally through 
other orifices. Demons exit 


. through the mouth in the form 


of breath, spit, coughing, or 
vomiting. A demon may exit 
through the nose, in which case 
his exit is often followed by a 
violent nosebleed, in which the 
blood is black and gives off the 
odor of phosphorus. 

Seldom does a demon exit 
through the ear. 

The manner of exit often 
signifies the type of demon in 
question. 

Always determine where the 
demon is going to when he leaves 
the body; demons frequently 
adopt animal forms. At the end 
of a successful exorcism, black 
birds, bats or flies are frequently 
seen in the area. Demons may 
also escape to shoes, glasses, or 
mirrors. When questioning a 
demon, always be sure to invoke 
the name of Jesus Christ; a 
demon can not lie in answer to a 
question in which Christ is 
invoked. 


Father Karl Patzelt, a Jesuit priest 
from California who performed an 
exorcism on a family in Daly City, 
Calif., to free a couple and their son 
from ‘‘attacks of the devil’’. 


Should you ever wonder why 
demons hother. possessing 
people, if they are only to be cast 
out by an exorcist, consider an 
answer a demon in the body of a 
monk gave to that question in 
1887: ‘‘Possession serves the 
greater glory of God’s power.” In 
other words, demons serve as an 
object lesson: no matter how 
powerful they are, God, through 
exorcists, inevitably proves 
more powerful. 

It is impossible to say, this 
early, whether the exorcisms 
which have cropped up in the 


news these past few weeks are ) 


the beginning of a trend, - or 
whether they received 
widespread publicity simply 
because they coincided with the 
film. ‘“‘Every nut in the world is 
going to want an exorcism,” 
somebody muttered to me last 
week. This may well be the case, 
with exorcism taking its place 
among hula hoops and elephant 
jokes as a brief American 
obsession. Already a California 
theologian has attacked the 
priest who performed the 
exorcism there; his bishop is 
reported to be sorry he ever gave 
permission. But the California 
case, and the one in New 
Hampshire last week, were both 
cases of obsession, in which evil 
demons, or poltergeists, upset 
the daily life of the people in 
question by constantly 
harassing them and destroying 
their personal effects. Cases of 
possession, like the one in the 
movie, have not, as yet, begun to 
pop up in the press. 

The danger, of course, is that 
some highly suggestible people 
will decide that they are, indeed, 
possessed by demons, and that 
some equally suggestible people, 
clergy or lay, will lead them 
through the torturous 
psychodrama of exorcism, 
perhaps causing harm to both 
parties. Exorcisms has lain 
virtually untouched in the dusty 
attics of most religions for 
centuries. God only knows what 
horrors await those who try to 
bring it back into the daylight.

they? I would have to know more 
about their emotional stability 
before they saw the picture. 

TBP: I’m plenty stable, and it 
scared me. 

WF: It’s only a movie, Janet. 

Well, no. It was a book once 
too, somewhat longer and far 
more complicated than the 
movie turned out to be. And 
when the film rights to the story 
were sold, the deal specifically 
stipulated that author William 
Peter Blatty would serve as 
producer — presumably to 
protect his work from too much 
modification. But shortly before 
The Exorcist’s release, ominous 
little items in the trade papers 
— composer Lalo Schifrin 
dismissed, Blatty locked out of 
the editing room — began to 
suggest that things were out of 
control. 

I had arrived at the studio 
early, because I wanted to find 
out more about all this, and 
because I had the feeling 
Friedkin might not be the best 
source of information. But 
Blatty was “indisposed,” maybe 
sick, maybe even out of town, 
according to everybody I asked. 
If I wanted to stick around an 
extra week, there might be some 
chance of talking to Max Von 
Sydow or Linda Blair, who plays 
the little girl. But for the time 
being, why didn’t I just have a 
look around the Lot? 

So they’d given me a tour 
guide and off we went, taking 
the long route to Friedkin’s 
office. Passing by memorabilia 
of shocking recent vintage — a 
set from Westworld and another 
from The Way We Were 
(Warners now shares facilities 


with Columbia; the place is 
officially called The Burbank 
Studios), the remains of last 
year’s Shangri-La (nobody 
mentions Lost Horizon unless 
you ask), even Walton’s 
Mountain — I couldn’t help 
wondering where William Peter 
Blatty might be. 

So when it began to dawn on 
me that Friedkin was capable of 
rambling on about Bob 
Cummings and the Strangler 
indefinitely, and that maybe I 
wouldn’t find Blatty after all, I 
began to feel around for hard 
news in a hurry. And the 
quickest way of doing that was 
to ask him about various 
Exorcist rumors, although the 
rumors eventually made him 
very angry. 

TBP: How strong was Ellen 
Burstyn’s performance before it 
got to the cutting room? 

WF: You can improve a 
performance in the cutting 
room; you can fuck it up there. 
But you can’t make it if it isn’t 
on film. And even suggesting a 
thing like that diminishes the 
talent of a really fantastic 
actress. 

No, no, it’s fine. Really. I'll 
answer anything. 

TBP: Was there a double for 
Linda Blair? 

WF: Absolutely not. She had a 
stand-in who did a lot of the 
lighting for her, but no double. 
There are a couple of shots that 
aren’t her, like the vagina. But 
no shots of her face where it’s 
not her face, or her body when 
it’s not her body, except the 
tight close-up of the crucifix 
entering her vagina. We were 
ordered by the court not to do 
that, so we complied. 

There’s one shot of Jason 
Miller that’s not him. Can you 
imagine what that might be? 

TBP: Hm. 

WF: When he jumps out a 


fucking three story window and 
goes down six flights of steps! 
That’s obviously done by 
someone else. But to suggest 
that he had a double in his 


picture, they’ll wanna get their 
story out straight.

WF: Oh, because you have to 
be very clear to the audience 
that the mother and the doctors 
have taken the most extreme 
measures that medical science 
can take before they called in an 
exorcism. And you don’t show 
that by having a guy opening her 
mouth and saying “Say aah — 
oh, Jesus, what’re we gonna do 
with you? Get a priest!” You 
have to show that they’ve gone 
to the limits of medical science 
— and when I say show it, I 
mean vividly and graphically. I 
thought one of the best ways to 
do that was to show an 
arteriogram, which is what that 
is, which most journalists called 
a spinal tap simply because 
they’re lazy or wouldn’t know a 
spinal... 

TBP:.] didn’t call it anything. 
But I asked several people, and 


WF: Nobody is ever “locked 
out of the cutting room”; the 
fact is that no producer is ever in 
there with any director worth his 
salt. Now the guy in the 
Hollywood Reporter who wrote 
that story, which was filled with 
lies, would have printed a 
retraction had Mr. Blatty not 
taken a full page ad in the 
Hollywood Reporter putting 
that story to bed. 

(I asked to see the ad; 
Friedkin said he didn’t know if 
he had it. Five seconds later he 
was miraculously able to locate 
it. The page read “We're Not 
Suing Billy Friedkin — WE 
LOVE HIM!” It was indeed 
signed by Blatty and Noel 
Marshall, Blatty’s manager and 
the film’s executive producer.) 

TBP: What problems were 
there with the soundtrack? 

WF: Bernard Herrmann was 
my first choice, he came over 
and screened the film and 
wanted to do the score. But he 


nobody knew for sure. wanted to do it in England, 
WF: You could’ve called me, where he lives and works. I 
or the publicity director... decided not to do that because I 
TBP: Baloney, I could’ve knew I’d be making further 
called you! changes in the picture.

WF: How’d you get in here in 
the first place, if not through the 
publicity director of Warner 
Brothers? My only point is, all of 
these things are easy to confirm. 
If you’re gonna do an interview 
with somebody else who makes a 


knew if I had a composer in 
London and was doing post- 
production out here, it would be 
impossible to have the composer 
get the cues right. 

Lalo Schifrin, on the other 
hand, was fired off the picture 


for incompetence. The original 
art director was fired off the 
picture for imcompetence. 


TBP: What sort of 
imcompetence was Lalo Schifrin 
fired for? 

WF: I just told you 
imcompetence. Now your 
questions have to be specific; 
they can’t be “what kind of 
imcompetence,” because I don’t 
understand that in the English 
language. I’m the one, as the 
director, who determines who is 
competent and who isn’t on my 
films. Those people who 
survived the production of The 
Exorcist were extraordinarily 
competent, I assure you. 

And those people who did not 
survive were fired for cause, let’s 
put it that way. Not because I 
didn’t like them, but because 
they couldn’t measure up to my 
standards. And even if they’re 
going to spread rumors, and 
even if those rumors appear 
somewhere, I don’t mind that. It 
really is no bother to me. 

Lalo Schifrin could denounce 
me every day, on the front page 
of The New York Times. I would 
rather see that in bold headlines 
two inches thick every day for 
the rest of my life than have one 
note of his miserable score in.my 
picture! I would rather be sued 
in court by him, I would rather 
have him put out a contract for 
me than have one note of the 
music he wrote for The Exorcist 
in the film. And it is not in the 
film because it was terrible, it’s 
that simple. 


TBP: Let me ask you about 
the special effects. How were 
some of these things 
done...nothing? 

WF: Nope. I tell you what: if 
you can get Blackstone to tell 
you how he saws a women in half 
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I'll tell you how some of the 
effects were achieved. 

TBP: Not fair. 

WF: Totally fair! Really. I 
mean, nobody really wants to 
know except journalists looking 
for a scoop. 

TBP: Let’s put it another way 
& in terms of time and money, 
how difficult was it? 

WF: Very. All the effects were 
achieved on the set, they’re not 
opticals, and they were 
enormously difficult and time- 
consuming. 

TBP: Was Linda Blair under 
psychiatric care during the 
course of production? 

WF: Of course not. I don’t 
believe in psychiatry, in the 
terms in which you’ve 
mentioned it. If you’re under 
psychiatric care you’re there to 
get help for an illness, but it 
ain’t gonna make you go out and 
act in a movie like The Exorcist. 

TBP: And why are so many 
people going to see The 
Exorcist? 

WF: Because it’s a god-damn 
good movie, that’s why! And 
it’s not a good movie because 
you or I think it is, it’s the 
Public. 

It’s easy to knock a picture 
that makes a lot of money as 
trash. But that’s Fashionable 
Chic, I don’t pay any attention 
to that. The Public decides and 
the Public only; there are not 
critics who have a license to 
determine what is or is not a 


great movie. Long after all 
reviews find their rightful place, 
which is the enwrapping of 
garbage, The Exorcist will go on 
to haunt and excite and move 
millions of people all over the 
world. 


We talked a bit more, about 
Friedkin’s directing style — he 
approaches his material “‘like a 
surgeon,”’ and claims to hallow 
“the traditional values that 
have seemed to move audiences 
from the beginnings of motion 
pictures, going back to Griffith.” 
Then he said he knew that was 
“very unfashionable — | know 
most readers, especially in a 
college paper, would rather hear 
a lot of stuff about 
Schopenhauer and metaphysics, 
whatever.” He also told me that 
he didn’t really have “contempt 
for journalists” after all, that he 
liked abrasive questions, “give 
and take,” etc. So I asked him 
about Sally Quinn, who wrote 
one of her nastiest stories about 
Friedkin several years ago. 

A murderous scowl. ““The first 
thing Sally Quinn said to me 
was, ‘I’ve been in your office five 
minutes and you haven’t tried to 
fuck me yet.’ That was the first 
thing I remember Sally Quinn 
saying. Sally Quinn is a mental 
incompetent, in my opinion. I’m 
not saying she isn’t a facile, 
clever, abrasive journalist. But 
in my opinion she’s not a good 

“Well, goodbye,” he said, 
with a reasonably friendly grin. I 
packed up my paraphernalia 
and headed for the door, saying 
that maybe I’d see him again at 
Babson College in a few years (I 


had first encountered him 
there, about two years ago). 
“Not if I see you first,” he 
chuckled, and I sure don’t think 
he was kidding. 


“You're late,” said a Warner 
Brothers aide. ““You have to be 
over at NBC by five-thirty.” 
William Peter Blatty had 
surfaced at last, and was going 
to be taping that evening’s 
segment of the Tonight Show. I 
was going to watch him do it 
from the Green Room. 

The Green Room is where 
Tonight Show guests sit around 
and get nervous before airtime, 
and it is strictly verboten to 
pester anybody there. The 
Green Room is also not green 
(the term is just an old stage 
phrase for the place in which you 
wait to go on) but brown, and 
has the shag cum Naugahyde 
look of a lavish Holiday Inn. The 
room is dominated by an 
enormous color TV monitor 
(which beeps in the Tonight 


» Show and goes dead at all other 


times), and it was next to that 
monitor that I plugged in my 
tape recorder, then settled down 
to wait for Blatty’s segment. I 
had been there only a few 
minutes when an irate NBC 
staffer — an old gent with an 
iron-gray crewcut, wearing three 
different plaids — came and 
kicked the thing out of the wall. 
He didn’t care about my taping. 
Blatty, you understand. He just 
didn’t want any bootleg tapes of 
the NBC orchestra. 

Blatty is a dark, quiet, very 
serious looking bearded 
personage in his late forties, and 
although he did the least visible 
fidgeting backstage he proved to 


be Carson’s tensest guest of the 
evening. Blatty sat immobile in 
a corner during most of his 
waiting time, accompanied by a 
very young girl whom I took to 
be his daughter (and who turned 
out to be his steady date, 22- 
year-old tennis pro Linda 
Tuero). 


When he got out on camera, 
Blatty was controlled but angry; 
he wanted to talk about Pauline 
Kael, whose pan of The Exorcist 
had opened with a blistering 
personal attack on him 
(“Shallowness that asks to be 
taken seriously — shallowness 
like William Peter Blatty’s — is 
an embarassment. When you 
hear him on TV talking about 
his dead mother, your heart 
doesn’t bleed for him, your 
stomach turns”’). “Pauline Kael 
needs an enema,” Blatty began. 
“She dun’t like Citizen Kane 
either, you know,”’ consoled co- 
guest Fernando Lamas. Carson 
very skillfully changed the 
subject. 

“Daddy, I don’t believe I’ve 
ever heard you talk like this 
before,” said Richard Thomas, 
slapping a branch against his 
thigh. “Son, when I was in the 
army...” replied Ralph Waite, 
who stood a yard away from 
Thomas, the two of them 
separated by a cow. It was the 
next morning, and though I was 
still looking for the elusive 
William Peter Blatty, I had 
managed to get hold of the 
Waltons instead. 

I had called up asking for 
Blatty first thing that day, and 
predictably enough no one 
admitted to knowing his 


whereabouts. But I explained 
that I'd seen the Carson show 
and realized that Blatty had a 
lot more to say than Johnny had 
let him get around to, about 
Kael in particular and The 
Exorcist in general. ‘‘Keep 
trying,’’ said a secretary 
reassuringly — so I did, every 
hour. 

Meanwhile, there was a lot to 
be learned from various studio 
employees as I lolled around 
Walton’s Mountain (and even 
crept briefly onto America’s 
Largest Sound Stage, where 
Kung Fu Carradine was 
practicing his high kicks). 
Studio employees don’t 
generally want to talk about The 
Exorcist, not because it’s 
particularly indiscreet but 
mostly because they’re sick of 
the subject by now. Still, one 
aide laughed himself silly when I 
alluded to Friedkin, Blatty and 
their allegedly beautiful 
friendship. ‘““You know what 
happened the day Blatty took 
that ad in the Hollywood 
Reporter?’’ the aide said. 
“Blatty wanted to screen the 
picture and Friedkin came 
running into the projection 
booth to grab the print away. On 
the same day! That’s the kind of 
friends they are.” 

Someone else told me a little 
about the levitation sequence: 
they had tried using wires and 
found them too visible. So it was 
done, somehow, using 
“magnetic fields.” I think that 
must mean Linda Blair wore a 
metal support along her back, 
with an electromagnet either 
below the floor or above the 
ceiling; as the magnet got more

He loves Diet Dad’s, finds it 
very therapeutic. He also loves 
the hysteria he sees at the 
theaters where The Exorcist 
plays: ““That’s my reward, that’s 
fun. Better than a good review. 
That is a good review.” 

TBP: What do you think it is 
that makes The Exorcist so 
frightening? 

WB: Well, I have several 
theories about it. The easiest 
theory would apply to the fallen- 
down Catholic watching the 
film, who sees all his terror of 
hell fire and damnation revived. 
And all his guilts revived. But 
that’s a small category. 

“T think the largest, greatest 
reason — and we shouldn’t 
exaggerate how often people get 
sick watching it, maybe four 
people out of 1100 will react that 
way — is that the demon’s target 
is Karras, and Karras is hung up 
on the animality of human 
nature. He’s rejected his own 
humanity. He can’t understand 
why a good and beautiful God 
would make him a being that 
has to have a gastrointestinal 
system, that has to chew up food 
and extract juices from it in 
order to survive. 

“That’s why the derelict scene 
is in there, the derelict sitting in 
a pool of his own urine. It’s an 
attack on Karras even before the 
onset of the possession. That is 
why you have the vomiting, and 
the utter physical repulsiveness 
of the girl in her state of 
possession, and_ the 
repulsiveness of her speech as 
well. That’s an attack on 
Karras’ achilles heel, his 

ess. 

“But at the same time, the 


demon’s attack on Karras is also- 


an attack on us. I know / felt 
that. And God knows I don’t 
need to be reminded of our 


animality, and the possibility of 


our bestiality. It’s a frightening 
thought. 

“It’s very complicated. But 
anyone who walks out during the 
arteriogram simply can’t stand 
the sight of blood. 

TBP: Has twenty-five years’ 
worth of studying demonic 
possession (the case upon which 
Blatty based his story took place 
in 1949) strengthened your 
faith? 

WB: Yes, it did strengthen it... 
I’m totally relaxed about it now, 
I wouldn’t even call it faith any 
more. It’s more like certitude. I 
don’t hold to any particular 
tenets or dogma, I don’t buy any 
of that at all. Just the Big 
Picture. 

TBP: Why were so many parts of 
the book omitted from the film? 
Was there much overshooting? 
WB: More had been shot, yes. 
The scene in the hall, I suppose 
is the one you're thinking of — 
Father Karras and Merrin; that 
one we shot. Billy was skeptical 
of its working from the start, and 
we finally reduced it to just a 
few lines which compacted a 
statement of theme. Von Sydow 
wanted it too, he felt it was very 
important. But it didn’t work. It 
stopped the flow of events, the 
inexorable flow of events — we 
stopped to do a commercial. 

’ I cannot tell you how much I 
fought, from the beginning, to 
keep that scene and scenes like 
it in. 

TBP: What else was shot and 
omitted? 

WB: We cut a great many things 
out of the script. Let’s see, what

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did we shoot? There was a lot 
more stuff with the little girl and 
doctors. The onset of her illness 
was much more gradually 
developed in the film that we 


shot. But it got to be just too 


slowly paced. 

“A film based on a novel like 
The Exorcist involves practical 
considerations as well as 
aesthetic ones. Most people 
walking into the theater, let’s 
say after the third month, they 
know that the butler didn’t do 
it. And they know that the little 
girl is possessed or she’s going to 
be possessed.

When 
the novel first appeared, his ex- 
wife received a death threat and 
a number of ominous phone 
calls.

Dave Cowens did manage to

There is not a whole lot that 
can surprise us anymore 
concerning what you call your 
wide spectrum of professional 
sports.

So might the 
announcement of a World Team 
Frisbee League, or a leaked 
report about the formation of a 
Nude Professional Volleyball 
Association. But that’s about it. 
American games played. for 
bucks have come to mean 
merely someone new owning a 
piece of the Schlock. And we 
know it. 

We laughed at the AFL, ABA, 
WHA, WCT, WTT. We laughed 
once at the V-C. We don’t laugh 
atinitials anymore. - 

“What did I think of the first 
time I heard WFL or ‘World 
Football League’?’’ Boston 
College senior safety Ned 
Guillet grinned after the 
league’s first college player draft 
last Tuesday. “‘Well, to tell you 
the truth I pictured a lot of little 
Chinese guys running around in 
football uniforms. 

“But if you asked me what I 
think now, I’d have to say that 
we all know they have three 
things: a coach, some initiative, 
and a lot of money.” 

They always do. So WFL 
President Gary Davidson, his 
eyes sparkling like newly minted 
coin, came riding into town last 
week to help Whalers President 
Howard Baldwin announce that 
there is a new professional 
football team in Boston (some 
cynics weren’t using the word 
“new”’), that its name is the 
Boston Bulls, and that its coach 
is Babe Parilli who once toiled so 

nobly for another franchise 


football team in this town, the ; 


old Boston Patriots. : 

Davidson, of course, is the 
smiling impressario who gave us 
the World Hockey Association 
two years ago. In fact, he 
resigned as President of that 
league several months ago to 
devote all of his time to his 
newest capitalist baby. 


As usual, the architecture of 
the league was slapdash. On 
Monday, with Davidson in 
attendance, Baldwin held his 
press conference to announce 
that Parilli had been signed to a 
long-term contract as Bulls 
coach, the long-term part of 
which is a little presumptuous, 
to say the least. On Tuesday, 
Parilli and Whaler secretary 
Dusty Rhodes were sitting at a 
conference table in New York’s 
Essex House conducting the 
league’s preliminary college 
draft. The league will have a 
supplementary draft in 
February, in which both college 
players and pros will be placed 
on the teams’ negotiating lists. 

There are to be twelve teams 
in the new league: Boston, 
Memphis, Florida, Toronto, 
Birmingham, New York, 
Southern California, 
Philadelphia, Hawaii, Chicago, 
Washington, D.C., and Detroit. 
Several rule switches from the 
NFL will be implemented: two- 
point conversions will be an 
option, kickoffs will be from the 
30 yard line, missed field goals 
will be returned to the original 
line of scrimmage when 
attempted from outside the 20 
yard line, the goa! post will be 
moved to the back of the end 
zone, and there will be a fifth 
period in case of ties. 

Going into Tuesday’s draft, 
only three other WFL teams 
besides our beloved Bulls had 
head coaches. Southern 
California had signed Tom 
Fears, former Ram great and the 
first coach of the New Orleans 
Saints, and 49’er linebacker 
coach Mike Giddings may have 
walked into one of the lush jobs 
in professional sports: head 
coach of the Hawaii franchise. 
And last, but certainly not least, 
Jim Spivital, former Canadian 
coach, was to be head man with 
oat Chicago Fire. Not Fires. Just 


“] Gan sée it now,’”” WBZ’s Gil 
Santos said in the Whaler office 
Tuesday morning, where the 
Boston media awaited word on 
the draft in New York. “Before 
each Fire home game, one of the 
Chicago players will come out to 
midfield and set himself on 
fire.”’ 


Tom Beer, former Denver 
Bronco and Patriot tight end 
until, as he says, “the computer 
decided I wasn’t good enough 
this year,” was handling the 
Bulls draft at the Boston end. 
Beer currently classifies himself 
as the Bulls “technical advisor.” 
He expects eventually to play for 
the team, in addition to serving 
in some kind of front-office 
capacity. 

“T think for the first couple of 
years,” Beer, who is writing a 
book about playing for losing 
football teams, said, ‘‘this 
league will have a limited 
amount of success with players 
jumping from the NFL. But I 
know for a fact that a number of 
players besides the stars you’ve 
heard about (Kiick, Mandich, 
Namath, Harraway) are very 
dissatisfied. An example is 
Halvor Hagen in Buffalo. I was 
talking to him the other day, 


- and he’s quite disturbed. 


They’ve played him in three or 
four different positions out 
there, and he’s dissatisfied to 
the point where he would think 
very seriously about the WFL. 
Take Brian Dowling. He’s 
smart. He wants to play. I think 
he’ll go for his NFL pension, 
then jump. I don’t think you’ll 
see a whole lot of jumping right 
off, but as the league progresses, 
and keeps getting people like 
Tom Fears and Babe Parilli, you 
will definitely see a greater 
influx of NFL players. 

‘“*Let’s face it,’’ Beers 
concluded, “a lot of people are 
unhappy. The NFL is a 
monopoly. No, I'll tell you what 
it is. It’s a snotty country club. A 
snotty, uppity, upper class 
country club where anybody on 
the outside can’t get in.” 

Later, after the first three 
rounds had been completed, 
Beer was optimistic. The Bulls 
had picked quarterback Gary 
Marangi of Boston College, 
defensive lineman Carl 
Barzilauskas of Indiana (“The 
next time we get a phone contact 
with New York,” said Whaler 
publicist Kevin Walsh, “we’ve 
got to get a correct spelling on 
our second draft choice.”) and 
linebacker Randy Gradishar of 
Ohio State, and according to 
Beer, had a ‘“‘good shot at

signing all three of them.” 

“Will McDonough of Bob 
Woolf’s office thinks we are in 
good shape with all of them,” he 
gaily reported. 

Mr. Robert (Ten Percent) 
Woolf was in New York on 
Tuesday for the draft, but had 
been in Boston at the Parilli 
press conference to put his 
“‘personal stamp of approval on 
the World Football League.”’ Oh 
goody. Peter Gammons of the 
Globe wrote the WFL stood for 
“Woolf Football League.” By 
Thursday morning Woolf had . 
made the first of what will 
probably be several trips to 
Chestnut Hill to talk to 
Marangi, who was the second 
player selected in the entire 
league. 

Let’s see, then. The World 
Football League, right. And 
we’re talking about the whole 


world, right? Now, Gary 
Marangi was the second player 
in the whole world selected, 
which makes him the second 
best player in the world. I’m just 
trying to think like Woolf does. 

“Me getting drafted No. 1 by 
the Bulls and No. 2 in the whole 
league might make the NFL do 
something they weren’t thinking 
of doing,” Marangi said at a 
mini-press conference in BC DSI 
Eddie Miller’s office Tuesday 
afternoon. ““The price hasn’t just 
been multiplied for me, but for 
all the ballplayers. It helps them 
to negotiate. Before today, all 
you could think about other 
than the NFL was going to 
Canada.” 

Marangi, a good quarterback 
with great physical tools who 
had a 60 percent completion this 
year (six touchdowns, seven 
interceptions) at BC, said that 
now he would find it difficult to 
consider an NFL offer unless a 
team picked him either 1-2-3 
(which is likely). 

“Mr. Parilli called me last 
night,’”’” Marangi said, 
asked me if I was interested in 
WEL, because if I was, the Bulls 
were going to pick me first. I told 
him, Yeah, I was definitely 
interested.” 

Marangi would be a little bit 

this side of crazy not to be 
interested. His teammate, ~ 
Guillet, simplified matters for 
him: 
“It’s mostly money. If the 
league does have money, and it’s 
used wisely, then they’re going 
to stay around. Right now, the 
possibilities are unlimited.” . 

That they are. All during the 
draft Tuesday, visions of myself 
returning punts and kickoffs in 
high school kept broken-field 
running through my head. The 
spikes were hidden in the garage 
somewhere, under an old golf 
bag I thought, and I knew the 
legs would come back, especially 
if I quit the Marlboros. Tell Beer 
about the run against Salem, my 
mind argued. Tell him.... 

But that is too cynical. 
Optimism ruled the day. 

“No doubt about it,” Marangi 
said. “This league is going to 
make it. I’m sure about it.” 

Then again, that may just be 
a lot of Boston Bull.

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Park Plaza ‘Amazes’ Louise Day Hicks

Louise Day Hicks was talking 
last week as if she were a 
political novice, as if, during her 
recent stint as a U.S. 
Congresswoman, she had lost 
touch with the style of local 
politics. 

On the verge of perhaps the 
most important decision the 
newly elected Boston City 
Council may ever face — 
whether to rescind its 1971 
approval of the huge Park Plaza 
renewal plan and a $6.8 million 
bond issue vital to the project’s 
survival — Councillor Hicks was 
acting lost. And at the moment, 
she appears to be the swing vote. 

“*Really,’’ she said, ‘‘it’s 
amazing to listen to the 
testimony and hear Mr. 
(Robert) Kenney and Mr. 
(Charles) Mahoney say exactly 
the opposite thing.” 

Kenney, the head of the 
Boston Redevelopment 
Authority (BRA) and Mahoney, 
attorney for the Plaza’s 
opponents, have been saying 
exactly the opposite thing about 
the project for more than two 
years, and it should surprise no 


one that their disagreement * 


continues. 

It should certainly not 
surprise Mrs. Hicks, a Hub 
political institution for more 
than a decade. Prior to her two 
years as 9th District 
Congresswoman (which ended 
with Joe Moakley’s victory in 
72), Mrs. Hicks had spent eight 
years on the School Committee, 
a year on the Council and had 
twice run for mayor. 

She wasn’t on the Council 
when it approved the Park Plaza 
plan in late "71, and said last 
week she had a lot of catching up 
todo. 

“I’m supposed to have some 
more information soon,” said 


Mrs. Hicks last Tuesday. “I'm 


in the middle of studying it. I’m 
weighing a lot of things in my 
own mind.” 

‘“‘The (project) area is 
definitely in need of 
rehabilitation,” she said. “Some 
of those cafes sure are 
blighting.” 

Mrs. Hicks said she wasn’t 
sure whether the Park Square 
area should be totally cleared, as 
called for in project plans, and 
said she “didn’t know’ whether 
the financial plan for the Plaza 
was sound. 

“These things gravely concern 
me,” she said. 

That Mrs. Hicks has seen fit 
to re-study her position on the 
project angers the Plaza’s 
opponents, who point out that 
she made a campaign promise 
(in answer to a citizens’ group 
questionnaire) that she would 
vote to rescind the Council’s 
approval of the project and that 
she voted accordingly when the 
bond issue came up on a test 
vote in the Council a month ago. 

“She’s wavering now,” said 
one Council source, - “because 
she’s feeling the heat from 
labor.” 

Mrs. Hicks refused last week 
to discuss reports that she had 
met several times recently with 
representatives of the Building 
Trades Council, which has been 
lobbying hard for the project on 
the basis of the jobs it is said to 
represent. 

“I’m pro-labor,” said Mrs. 
Hicks. ‘‘I’ve had many 
conversations with labor and 
with other people too. But I have 
not been harrassed by labor. 
You don’t need to have a 
discussion with them to know 
how they feel about jobs.” 

Mrs. Hicks said she based her 
recent vote to rescind the 
Plaza’s loan order on “the need 


to have a new hearing in the 


Council.” (That hearing was 
held last week before an 
overflow crowd of construction 
workers and anti-Plaza civic 
group heads; it served more as a 
gauge of sentiment than a 
platform for new information.) 

“And I think you will find,” 
said Mrs. Hicks, “if you check 
that campaign questionnaire, 
that it referred to the original 
Park Plaza plan. The original I 
totally objected to, but there 
have been great changes.” 


Swing Vote? 


That is the sort of remark that 
gives Plaza opponents the 
distinct feeling Mrs. Hicks is 
about to defect and is looking for 
a loophole to justify the move. 
This particular loophole doesn’t 
work: the questionnaire refers to 
the “current Park Plaza urban 
renewal plan.” 

“One other thing you have to 
remember,”’ said state rep 
Barney Frank, a Plaza 
opponent. “If she runs for 
Congress again, the district 
doesn’t include Back Bay and 
Beacon Hill, where there’s been 
the most opposition.” 

“I’m afraid we’re going to be 
one vote short in the Council,” 
said Frank. ‘“‘We had seven 
people and they’re drifting 
away.” 

If Mrs. Hicks switches and if 
there are no last minute 
surprises, Frank’s estimate 
should be correct. Plaza 
opponents need six votes out of 
nine to kill the loan order, and 
they will probably get five: 
Councillors Christopher 
Iannella, Albert ‘‘Dapper’”’ 
O’Neil, James Michael 
Connolly, Gerald O’Leary and, 
say sources, Patrick 
McDonough, who has so far kept 
quiet on the issue. 


That leaves Freddie Langone, 
Larry DiCara and most 
probably Joe Tierney and Mrs. 
Hicks on the other side. 

Langone supports Mayor 
Kevin White on just about 
everything and has made his 
position on White’s biggest 


renewal project clear from the” 


outset. DiCara, according to 
some, has changed his position. 


Tierney is still a questionmark 
of sorts, but most observers say 
he’ll vote not to rescind. If that 
happens, says state rep Barney 
Frank, Tierney will be breaking 
one of his campaign promises. 

“I asked him point blank at 
the Ward 5 Democratic meeting 
whether he would vote to rescind 
the bond issue,” said Frank. 
“He was straight out. He said, ‘I 
introduced that resolution and 
yes, I will support it.’” 


“He now says he must have 
been talking about something 
else,” said Frank. “‘He’s a liar. 
That’s twice now. He said he 
supported legalizing prostituion 
and then backed off. One more 
lie and he qualifies for 
congenital.” 

Despite repeated calls by the 
Phoenix last week, Tierney was 
unavailable for comment. 

Although the White 
administration argues that the 
Council can’t do anything about 
Park Plaza at this stage of the 
game, the importance of the 
showdown was underscored by 
BRA Director Kenney’s 
appearance at the hearing last 
week. 

If the Council couldn’t legally 
rescind the Plaza bonds, Kenney 


-was asked, what was he so 


worried about? 

“Because,” said Kenney after 
a moment’s hesitation, “‘there’s 
no question that if the Council 
takes an irresponsible action...

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the people that buy these bonds 
are going to consider the city 
irresponsible.” 

It was a shaky response, but 
Kenney and the BRA aren’t 
used to that sort of direct 
questioning. In fact, after Plaza 
opponents raised serious 
questions about the Plaza at the 
latest round of hearing before 
state Community Affairs 
Commr. Crampton, the BRA 
chose not to respond to any of 
them publicly. 

Charles Mahoney, attorney 
for the Park Square 
Improvement Association, 
charged that Crampton last fall 
reversed his department’s 
findings that the Park Square 
area was not blighted after a one- 
day tour with Kenney and 
Boston Building Commr. 
Richard Thuma. 

In the space of a few hours, 
said Mahoney, Crampton and 
company condemned six 
buildings as structurally 
substandard, generally without 
even going inside. 

The charge, apparently 
bolstered by records kept in 
Crampton’s own department, 
gets to the very heart of the 
Plaza controversy: whether the 
Park Square area is sufficiently 
blighted to warrant its total 
clearance. 

Crampton told reporters he 
was quite satisfied with his 
finding that the area was 
blighted, and the BRA issued a 
letter that Kenney had written 
Crampton. 

“For me to appear and rebut 
their (the opponents’) charges,” 
Kenney wrote, “‘would only give 
credence to testimony that has 
been filled with gross distortion 
of facts and allegations of fraud, 
conspiracy and deceit on the 
part of public officials, the 
developers and the media.”

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How Louis Nizer Retries 


the Rosenbergs

The sons of Julius and Ethel 
Rosenberg had not even read The 
Implosion Conspiracy, Louis Nizer’s 
best-seller about the Rosenberg trial, 
when a friend told them last April that 
Nizer had been reading excerpts from 
their parents’ Death House letters on 
national television to promote the book. 
Having never been asked permission to 
use these letters, to which they hold the 
copyright, the sons consulted their 
lawyer, Marshall Perlin, who initiated a 
three-count suit against the 
redoubtable Nizer. The suit claimed 
violation of copyright, misuse of the 
copyrighted material, and damage 
suffered as a result of that misuse. The 
sons alleged that by rearranging the 
chronology of the letters and quoting 
selectively from them, Nizer had 
created a ‘“‘false and fictitious 
narrative,” and sought “to mislead 
readers” to believe that “the writings 
were contrived by plaintiffs’ parents to 
establish martyrdom.” 

Nizer, in his book, uses the letters to 
support the commonly-held theory that 
the Rosenbergs had martyr complexes 
— that is, they refused to confess 
because they envisioned themselves 
immortal heroes in the Communist 
pantheon if they protected their 
espionage superiors and went silently to 
their deaths. Proponents of the 
Rosenbergs’ innocence, on the other 
hand, argue that they had too much 
integrity to make false confessions, 
which would have meant not only 
admitting guilt for themselves, but also 
naming others as the next links in the 
“espionage chain,” just as David 
Greenglass, Ethel Rosenberg’s brother 
and the chief prosecution witness, had 
named them. 

The martyr-complex theory was a 
necessary outgrowth of the 
government’s belief that the Rosenbergs 
could and probably would name other 
conspirators; when they refused, 
martyrdom was the only possible 
explanation, innocence being 
unthinkable to the witch hunt’s 
practitioners. The anticipated 
confession was important because the 
Rosenbergs were small fry, but if 
leaders. of the Communist Party, or 
better yet to some minds, prominent 
New Dealers and successors to Alger 
Hiss, could be labeled as atom spies, it 
would have been the ultimate proof of 
the theory popular within the witch- 
hunt’s right wing that the Democratic 
administrations since 1933 had fostered 
“twenty years of treason.” 

Obviously, the government 
miscalculated. The Rosenbergs refused 
to “‘talk,” although a direct phone line 
from Sing Sing to the Department of 
Justice remained open until the 
moment of their execution. The fate of 
the Rosenbergs illustrates a peculiar 
characteristic of the American judicial 
process: the victims are not necessarily 
the real targets, or even the guilty ones, 
but the ones who will not or cannot pass 
the buck. As Prosecutor Irving Saypol 
remarked during the Rosenberg trial: 
“Initially, nobody knows whether an 
individual is a prospective witness or a 
prospective defendant.” 


The Implosion Conspiracy (The title 
refers to the mechanism of the Nagasaki 
bomb) had its origins in a TV-movie 
idea of Otto Preminger’s. Preminger 
convinced a busy and reportedly 


reluctant Nizer to write the script. In 
his introduction to The Implosion 
Conspiracy, Nizer announces his 
impartiality: “I had no difficulty being 
objective... no desire to demonstrate 
innocence or guilt.’’ Yet Nizer’s 
friendship with both Prosecutor Saypol 
and Judge Irving Kaufman, who 
sentenced the Rosenbergs to death, as 
well as his active participation in the 
witchhunt which culminated in the 
Rosenberg execution, belie this claim. 
During the fifties Nizer favored 
outlawing the Communist Party or 
requiring its members to register as 
foreign agents. He was a strong 
proponent of the American Bar 
Association’s resolution in favor of 


disbarring ‘‘Fifth Amendment | 


Communist” lawyers. Nizer proudly 
contributes the fact that during the 
witch-hunt years he refused to 
represent anyone who wouldn’t deny 


_being a Communist — a prejudice he 


was free to indulge, but hardly one that 
qualifies him for a neutral assessment of 
the Rosenberg case. 

When Nizer expanded his screenplay 
into a book, his publisher, Doubleday, 
determined in advance that it would be 
a best-seller. In an October, 1972 ad in 
Publishers Weekly, Doubleday 
promised booksellers that The 
Implosion Conspiracy would enjoy ‘‘one 
of the most extensive advertising and 
promotion campaigns in Doubleday’s 
history.”” By mid-1973, $120,000 had 
been spent on advertising. Ads 
promised: “The master of courtroom 
suspense delivers the final verdict... 
(and answers) once and for all every 
question about the spy story of the 
century.”” Doubleday bought TV spots 
to advertise the book as a combination 
spy thriller and love story (the Death 
House letters being essential for the 
latter claim). And Nizer appeared on 
numerous television shows reading 
excerpts from the letters, “falsely giving 
the impression,” as the Rosenberg sons 
later alleged, “‘that he had possession of 
the letters and authority to possess and 
use the contents thereof.” 

When a large publishing company 
goes to such lengths to promote the 


test work of a famous author, 
results are usually satisfying. Th 
Implosion Conspiracy has sold a 
100,000 copies. 

Most reviews were enthusiastic

Nizer’s narrative ability and his 
willingness to share legal expertise with 
his readers. They liked his attention to 
the trial and appeal records, his defense 
of Anglo-Saxon law, and his emphasis 
on the question, not of innocence or 
guilt, but of whether or not the jury was 
justified in convicting. The Chicago 
Tribune contributed perhaps the most 
sweeping, and at the same time most 
questionable, accolade: “It elevates 
discussion of the Rosenberg case from 
the polemical level to the realm of 
serious history.” 

Only the more discerning critics — 
and the radicals — failed to appreciate 
Nizer’s account of the case. Robert 
Coover, the New York Times reviewer, 
found the book a ‘“‘long-winded 
superficial review of the trial” and a 
“melodramatic account of the personal 
tragedy.’’ He pointed out what 
reviewers less familiar with the growing 
literature on the case have missed: that 
Nizer “does not even admit to the 
existence of the controversy” about the 
genuineness of the physical evidence 
and the credibility of the chief witnesses 
against the Rosenbergs. 

As Morton Sobell, the Rosenbergs’ co- 
defendant, (who if not dispassionate is 
at least well-versed in the case’s 
history), wrote: “This book could very 


- well have been written twenty years 


ago.... Not only does the factual inquiry 
stop then but the outlook is essentially 
that of the cold-war period.”

bomb. It was this myth with which 
Judge Kaufman justified his death 
sentence. Although Nizer vaguely 
mentions arguments that Russia 
already had the “atomic formula,” he 
ignores completely the 1966 statements 
of scientists Henry Linschitz and Philip 
Morrison, both of whom worked on the 
Los Alamos A-bomb project. They said 
that the bomb sketches allegedly passed 
from prosecution witness David 
Greenglass to Julius and Ethel 
Rosenberg were ‘“‘garbled’’ and ‘‘a 
caricature.” “It is astonishing,”’ added 
Linschitz, “that the layman-still clings 
to the misconception that there is a 
‘secret’ or key ‘formula’ for the 
construction of an atomic bomb.” Yet 
Nizer writes of the sketch Greenglass 
allegedly delivered to the Rosenbergs: 


“Tt was the real secret of the implosion 


bomb.” 

The factual controversy which Nizer 
ignores has developed mostly from 
investigation done by Walter and 
Miriam Schneir for their book, 
Invitation to an Inquest, also published 
by Doubleday, in 1965. Books had 
appeared before charging a frame-up of 
the Rosenbergs and one author had 
theorized that the alleged meeting and 
exchange of secret information between 
David Greenglass and Harry Gold, a 
confessed spy courier, on June 3, 1945 in 
‘Albuquerque, New Mexico, had never 
occurred 


They also analyzed the testimony of 
Gold and Greenglass and concluded 
that they were two frightened, unstable, 
malleable and conscienceless men 
whose stories had been developed with 
FBI and prosecution guidance to create 
a Cold War spectacle and two 
scapegoats for the loss of the atomic 
monopoly. 

The Schneirs’ book seemed to be the 
beginning of a re-examination of the 
case. Belief in the Rosenbergs’ 


_ innocence had always been limited to a 


small number of radicals; most of those 
who protested their execution did not 
doubt that some crime had been 
committed but thought the punishment. 
excessive. By the late 1960’s, with the 
Schneirs’ research and an attitude 
among liberals and radicals which was 
less contemptuous of their Old Left 
antecedents, the Rosenberg case was 
once again for debate. 

The Book vf Daniel, a novel based on 
the case and told from the viewpoint of 
the older child, appeared in 1971, and 
despite its near-caricature of both Old

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Music: Continue Rock On?

““['m concerned, of course, 
with the future of the station 
and the people who work for it.” 

Danny Schechter, (your 
news dissector’’), director of 
WBCN’s news department, was 
discussing the impact of the 
recent announcement, by 
Concert Network, Inc., that they 
intend to sell Boston’s 
“progressive” WBCN, to RBC, 
Inc., a New York-based firm, for 
$3.2 million. 

For listeners in the Boston 
area who have come to value 
WBCN in the six years since it 
switched to progressive rock 
programming, the immediate 
concern will be whether the 
announcers (we once knew them 
as disc jockeys) will have the 
unusual programming freedom 
they now enjoy. According to 
both station manager Al Perry 
and program director Norm 
Winer (better known as 
Saxophone Joe), RBC, headed- 
by Robert Saltzer enjoys and 
respects WBCN’s programming 
and does not intend to change it. 
And Schechter feels employees 
will be protected by their union 
contract, which extends to 1975 
and provides that in the event of 
a sale, all contractual 
obligations will be transferred. 

In addition, the contract 
between RBC and Concert 
Network specifies that T. 
Mitchell Hastings, chairman of 
the board of Concert Network, 
will continue to manage the 
station. 

Hastings assured me, in a 
phone conversation, that 
WBCN will continue to play 
progressive rock and will 
continue to allow announcers 
freedom from playlists as long as 
he is in charge. He feels that 
assurances RBC has made to the 
board of directors of Concert 


Network will bind them, at least 
for the duration of the FCC 
license currently being applied 
for (and lasting three years) to 
WBCN’s programming 
philosophy. 

The sale must be approved by 
the boards of directors of both 
companies and by the FCC. But 
Hastings is not at all sure RBC 
and Robert Seltzer will be able 
to come up with the payment 
necessary to conclude the 
transaction. “I have my fingers 
crossed, but everything I’ve 
heard leads me to believe he 
doesn’t have the money.” At 
present RBC owns no radio 
stations. They hope to obtain a 
fleet of seven stations in the 
future, with WBCN as the 
flagship station. 

For WBCN, perhaps the 
country’s most successful 
progressive rock station, three 
million dollars is a heady sum. 
In 1958, T. Mitchell Hastings, a 
Harvard engineering graduate, 
established the station by 
purchasing a license from the 
FCC for six hundred dollars. He 
began with classical 
programming and, moving with 
the times, brought in easy 
listening fare during the early 
sixties. In March of 1968 he and 
Ray Riepen, owner of the rock 
emporium The Boston Tea 
Party, agreed to broadcast late- 
night concerts from the Tea 
Party. 

According to Norm Winer, the 
concerts were so much more 
successful than the easy 
listening programming that, by 
May, rock had replaced it 
entirely. This is the commonly- 
held view of the transition to 
rock. T. Mitchell Hastings sees 
it another way — he claims that 
during this period he underwent 
surgery for a brain tumor and 


was confined to a hospital. 
During Hasting’s absence Ray 
Riepen asked the board of 
directors to allow him to manage 
the stage while Hastings was 
away. His rock programming 
was, in fact, a success, and he 
was rewarded, over the next two

Riepen had, through negligence, 
seriously endangered both 
WBCN and Concert Network’s 
Hartford operation, WHCN. 
(neither could obtain a 
permanent license). Hastings 
says Riepen panicked, extracted 
a vote from the board of 
directors to liquidate the 
station, and then sold his stock 


thing when he heard it, though. 
His first rock jockeys included 
current announcers Mississippi 
Fats (then known as Harold 
Wilson) and Tommy Hadges 
and a jive-talking wonder 
named Peter Wolff. They 
understood rock and were given 
the freedom to create, rather 
than follow trends, and within 
two years WBCN was known as 
one of the two or three best 


stations of its kind. 
- In the autumn of 1969 WBCN 
began its own news 


programming (with Norm 
Winer) and by 1973, under the 
direction of Danny Schechter, 
its Public Affairs division had 
earned a national reputation, 
winning the Armstrong award 
for the best news programming 
on an FM station (the program 
was “Nixon 49: America 1,” a 
post-election analysis). 


Its staff had expanded greatly 
during the rock years, and 
last year WBCN moved to 
spacious headquarters atop the 
Prudential Building. Some at 
the station see the move in 
retrospect, as the first step in a 
chain of events which resulted in 
the recent sale. T. Mitchell 
Hastings doesn’t totally deny 
this. “It wasn’t a primary reason 
but it was a consideration. The 
main reason for moving was to 
have the best facilities of this 
sort in the country.” But the 
move to the modern plant at the 
Pru, which cost $160,000, was 
estimated by Hastings to have 
added one million dollars to the 
station’s sale price. 


If Robert Saltzer and RBC are 
able to raise the money to buy 
the station, it will be at least 
half a year before they are able 
to take control (in Norm Winer’s 
words, ‘““The FCC moves in slow 
and mysterious ways’’). They 
will, of course, have the freedom 
to change WBCN’s format but 
they will be constrained by both 
the continued presence of T. 
Mitchell Hastings and by the 
promises they made when they 
agreed to buy the station. But, 
as station manager Al Perry 
pointed: out, WBCN has, in the 
six years since it has turned, to 
rock, become an integral part of 
the community, and its major 


. source of protection will always 


be that community. 
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Sensuous Lyricists: ASax Discography

If it contained nothing more 
than Robert Palmer’s brilliant 
essay, Impulse’s three-record 
package The Saxophone (ASH- 
- 9253-3) would be worth your 
attention; but even with a 
representative of the ‘‘cool 
school,” such as Stan Getz, 
noticeably absent, and the final 
side more a sampler of current 
Impulse releases than a 
historical necessity, the 
collection on balance is a fine 
introduction to and comparison 
of major alto and tenor sax 
stylists. Perhaps most 
impressive is the fact that all of 
the musicians save Lester Young 
and Charlie Parker, both of 
whom died prior to Impulse’s 
inception, were recorded by the 
label in the past dozen years. 
The sixties were not prime 
years for many of the older 
saxophone giants, however, and 
a clearer view of their 
contributions requires a 
backward glance of several 
decades. Through Atlantic’s 
excellent reissue series, The 
Commodore Years, we are able 
to hear many of these veterans, 
now mostly dead, at their peak. 
Commodore was the first 
independent jazz label and its 
informal combo sessions, begun 
in 1938, provided rare blowing 
room for swing era soloists who 
spent much of their working 
time in crowded big bands. Milt 
Gabler, producer-owner of 
Commodore, must have had a 
thing for tenor players; within 
an eight year period he had 
recorded some of the best work 
of every important pre-bop tenor 
saxophonist (save Herschel 
Evans, Lester Young’s mate in 
the Basie band who died in early 
1939). Using four of the 
Commodore ‘“twofers” which

primary tests, and expanding 
the scope via other reissues of 
recent months, the world of the 
early tenor masters reappears. 

THE PATRIARCH: Coleman 
“Bean” Hawkins (1904-69) left 
five full decades of worthy 
recordings. By 1940, when he 
made his first Commodore date, 
Bean had been through a decade 
as the chief soloist in Fletcher 
Henderson’s band, then five 
years in Europe as jazz’ first 
expatriate. His heavy tone, 
powerhouse technique and 
sophisticated sense of harmony 
had made Hawkins the first 
musician to stress chordal 
(‘playing the 
changes”), while the European 
stay apparently deepened his 
emotional commitment. On the 
Hawkins half of The Tenor Sax 
(Atlantic SD 2-306, shared with 
the much younger Frank Wess) 
the ballads shine: “I Surrender 
Dear” and “Dedication” with 
Roy Eldridge and Benny Carter, 
and, three years later, ‘““My 
Ideal” backed by Art Tatum. 
The faster numbers demonstrate 
the Hawkins virtuosity even 
more clearly. One of the rare 
older musicians who welcomed 
and incorporated the 
developments of bop, Hawkins 
may be heard, again in 
transition, on a 1945 Sid Catlett 
session contained on 52nd Street 
(Onyx 203); a representative 
sampling of his work in the 
sixties has just appeared in the 
Impulse Reevaluations series 
(As 9258-2). 

THE DISCIPLES: Leon “Chu” 
Berry (1910-41) spent much of 
his brief career buried in Cab 
Calloway’s band, but his few 
record dates were impressive 
enough to earn him the 
reputation as Hawkins’ premier 


disciple. Chu had begun the 


process of “lightening up”’ 
Bean’s style, having softened 
the horn’s tone and removed 
some of the thickness from the 
solo line. His two sessions on the 
second volume of The Tenor Sax 
(SD 2-307) are from 1938 and 
1941 and probably contain his 
best recorded work. The former, 
where Chu and Roy Eldridge do 
“Stardust” and “Body and 
Soul” (this was a year before 
Hawkins’ version), is the better 
date; Hot Lips Page is on the 
latter. 

Ben Webster (1909-73), who 
appears on the same 
Commodore set as Chu, was the 
epitome of sensuous lyricism. 
Over the basic Hawkins manner 
Ben imposed a tone that could 
gush, cry, pant, rasp or snap on 
command. His early forties 
tenure with Ellington proved his 
ability to cook hard (‘‘Cotton 
Tail’’), but Ben is best 
remembered singing ballads and 
crying the blues. The four 1944 
Commodore tracks with the 
ubiquitous Sid Catlett have Ben 
in a variety of moods. Webster’s 
reading of the ballad “All Too 
Soon,” a hit from his Ellington 
days redone on a 1946 Tony 
Scott session which also 
includes Dizzy Gillespie and 
Sarah Vaughan, appears on the 
above-mentioned Onyx album. 
An expatriate from 1965 until 
his death last summer, Ben 
retained his talents until the 
end. At Work in Europe 
(Prestige P-24031), the pairing 
of two 1969 albums, is uneven 
programatically but valuable for 
the Ellington material on one 
session. 

Carlos “Don” Byas (1912-72) 
remained much closer to the 
Hawkins image with his heavy 
tone and a knowledge of chord 
changes that may have 


surpassed Bean’s. The high 
velocity sprinting that Byas 
grew fond of during the forties, 
heard in his astounding duets 
with bassist Slam Stewart from 
Commodore’s Town Hall Jazz 
Concert 1945 (SD 2-310); make 
him at least a key swing-to-bop 
transition figure; to hear Byas 
tell it, Charlie Parker copped 
from him. A lot of Byas’ work 
has surfaced in the past year, 
offering a more complete view of 
his development. His four tracks 
on 52nd Street, done three 
months after the Town Hall 
concert, are more relaxed and 
noticeably less boppish. 
Midnight at Minton’s (Onyx 
208), some 1941 sessions, 
features several oafish 
unknowns, a young Monk and 
Byas in a simpler style. 
Anthropology (Black Lion BL- 
160) is a 1963 recording, again 
live and again from Europe 
(where Byas moved 
permanently in 1946). 

THE ECCENTRIC: Lawrence 
“Bud” Freeman, born in 1906 
and the sole survivor of the 
Commodore tenors, is also the 
sole Caucasian. A member of the 
Chicago ‘‘gang’’ of white 
youngsters who cut their teeth 
on King Oliver, Satchmo and 
Bix, Freeman developed a style 
based on frantic riffing and off- 
the-wall melodic digressions. 
Bud’s conception is often viewed 
as little more than an oddity, 
but it was the first approach to 
the tenor removed from the 
shadow of Hawk’s wingspan. 
Eddie Condon & Bud Freeman 
(SD2-309) is four sides of 1938 
Freeman, with his own trio and 
guitarist Condon’s octet, 
including the first recordings 
made by the first independent 
jazz label. Bud and pianist Jess 
Stacy shine on the trio numbers 


(ignore George Wettling’s tacky 
drumming), while the octets 
also include such notables as 
Bobby Hackett, Jack Teagarden 
and Pee Wee Russell. 

THE REVOLUTIONARY: 
Lester “Pres” Young (1909-59) 
was in many ways the antithesis 
of Hawkins: light, airy tone, 
totally relaxed delivery, a 
minimum of notes grouped in 
subtly asymmetrical shapes. 
The two Kansas City Six 
sessions Pres made for 
Commodore, filling one record of 
The Tenor Sax set that also 
houses Berry and Webster, are 
masterful examples of his 
radically new sensibility. The 
first, made in 1938 with five 
associates from the Basie band, 
was the quietest jam to that 
point in jazz history, yet second 
to none in rhythmic vitality. 
Pres plays lots of clarinet on 
this date, with the same 
originality he brought to the 
tenor. The 1944 KC Six is more 
typically aggressive, and Young 
has added a degree of urgency to 
his approach which made him as 
critical to the development of 
post-war rhythm and blues as he 
was to the cool players. Buck 
Clayton and the pre-Charlie 
Christian electric guitar of 
Eddie Durham are with the 
early six, Bill Coleman and 
Dicky Wells with the latter, and 
Jo Jones with both. 

The name dropping of other 
instrumentalists scattered 
above should suggest the range 
of classic jazz experience to be 
found on these collections. The 
Town Hall Concert, for example 
contains two lesser tenors (Flip 
Phillips and Charlie Ventura) in 
addition to Byas, a Red Norvo 
group featuring Teddy Wilson, 
Bill Coleman’s trumpet, the late 
Genen Krupa and Stuff Smith.

Periodically, in these pages, 
you may have noticed my 
reviews of black gospel music, 
obscure gems in the pop 
consumer guide. I’ve tried a host 
of methods to try to convey the 
power of my favorite brand of 
music: relating the numbers of 
musical giants who started in 
church, gospel’s relation to rock, 
the variety and sophistication of 
what people often think of as 
primitive music, the social role 
of the church in the black 
community. I’m not sure what 
kind of impact I expected from 
such extolments but, at any 
rate, my printed testimonies 
don’t even seem to have made 
gospel music any easier to 
purchase in Boston, let alone 
produce anything akin to the 
“blues revival,” the widespread 
enchantment here with a music 
that cannot approach the 
passion or intricacy of gospel. 

It may be that this musical 
mission of mine is hopeless; 
perhaps the black church is so 
foreign to Phoenix readership 
that no one reading this can 
conceive of choosing Julius 
Cheeks over Rod Stewart or the 
Dixie Hummingbirds over Paul 
Simon. Nevertheless, I’ve taken 
a new tack this time around, 
based on the hope that people 
can’t help but enjoy gospel 
music, but just don’t know

where to seek their baptism. 
If that’s your problem, then 


this recent spate of “gospel and 
spiritual recordings’’ from 
ABC’s Peacock subsidiary is a 
fine place to start wading in the 
holy water. First, it’s a unique 
opportunity: few gospel records 
gain distribution on major labels 
the way Peacock has since its 
twenty-year portfolio of the best 
Deep South church music was 
bought out by ABC last year. 
There are plenty of charlatans 
who take advantage of the 
faithful though poor black 
Christians, but Peacock has 
never been one of them: the 
label has long been a forum for 
serious musicians who’ve chosen 
gospel as their metier. 

I’m not sure that ABC quite 
knows what to do with this 
gospel library. But, by luck or 
design, the label has already had 
something of a gospel pop hit in 
the Dixie Hummingbirds’ 
version of Paul Simon’s “Love 
Me Like a Rock”’ (the Birds also 
backed Simon’s version) — the 
group even gained a New York 
Times review. 

Perhaps encouraged by that, 
the label has now released a 
dozen new gospel LP’s. Of these, 
by far the most important is 
Favorite Gospel Music, whose 
“sixteen wonderful songs of 
faith” have been specifically 
released as an introduction to 
gospel. Even if you’re an atheist 
or Scientologist, if you’ve ever 
been moved by music, this 
record is for you. Imagine buying 
a Stones/Beatles/Dylan 
anthology for the first time and 
you have some idea of the 
breadth and talent represented. 
Herein you can find: Julius 
Cheeks, the mentor of Wilson 
Pickett and James Brown; 
Cheeks perfected the gospel 
shout that has become an 
integral part of soul music. The 
Dixie Hummingbirds: quartet 
leader Ira Tucker is the greatest 
of modern church singers. He 
combined the passion of church 
with a smooth professionalism 
that paved the way for singers 
like Ray Charles and Stevie 
Wonder (Tucker’s son now 
backs up Wonder). 
guitarist Howard Carroll was 
one of B.B. King’s models, but 
Carroll kept maturing long after 
King stopped. The collection 
also includes the female solo 
style of Inez Andrews (find out 


‘ 


where Aretha started from), the 
harmonies of the Highway C’s 
(Sam Cooke’s first group), the 
choral arrangements of Dayton, 
Ohio’s Gospelaires, as well as 
what is probably the largest- 
selling record in gospel history; 
Our Father, by Archie Brownlee 
and the Five Blind Boys of 
Mississippi. If you were never 
turned on by the Lord’s Prayer 
before, this version, still selling 
strong twenty years after its first 
release, should do it for you. 

So buy Favorite Gospel Music 
and, if it does impfess you, any 
of the records also listed above 
are good follow-up buys. I’ve 
seldom known anyone who, once 
exposed to this music, can long 
resist it. If your normal music 
supplier can’t help you with 
these, try Skippy White’s in 
Roxbury or call ABC Records in 
Woburn and ask them if they’ve 
got good religion. They may not 
know it but they sure enough 
have.

Dizzie Gillespie: IN THE 
BEGINNING (Prestige P- 
24030) 


Like gas rationing, the vinyl 
shortage is a nostalgia trip for 
those who lived through World 
War II. There was a total 
recording ban for two or three 
years while the fighting was at 
its peak, leaving the radical 
breakthroughs of Charlie 
Parker, Dizzy Gillespie and 
their compatriots submerged in 
Harlem after-hours spots or the 
-lived Earl Hines “bebop” 

an 


These are those once- 
revolutionary sounds, now 
coherent, basic even, but no less 
brilliant. “‘Blue ’n’ Boogie”’, the 
first and earliest track here, 
doesn’t contain a particularly 
convolute theme, and the 
trumpet solo has less 
pyrotechnics than many of 
Dizzy’s, but the new attitude in 
Diz’ advanced harmonic choices 
and strange rhythmic accents is 
unmistakable. The following 
seven tracks, which join Diz 
with Bird for the first time on 
record, provided the foundation 
for an entire generation of 
music. Parker’s swing roots were 
less obvious, his attack and 
rhythmic pulse more scorching; 
with Diz, he formed a one-two 
punch unrivaled in jazz history. 
By the second of their two 
sessions, they had even replaced 
their swing-era accompanists 
with a true bop rhythm section 
of Al Haig, Curly Russell and 


the timeless Big Sid Catlett. 

New melodies on the 
harmonically refined skeletons 
of popular songs was the rule, so 
warhorses like ‘‘Whispering”’ 
and “What is This Thing Called 
Love?” become the challenging 
High’ and 
House.’’ Bop was an all- 
inclusive language, however, 
operative at the frantic tempi of 
“Dizzy Atmosphere” and “Salt 
Peanuts” or the lyric pace of 
“All the Things You Are” and 
‘*‘Lover Man,’’ the latter 
featuring an early Sarah 
Vaughan vocal. Most of Diz’ 
tunes were appealing riffs, 
ingeniously set off by vamps, 
interludes and out choruses. 
“Shaw ’Nuff,” the one line Bird 
had a hand in, sounds more like 
a bop solo. The famous unison 
ensemble style is much in 
evidence. The first album of this 
two-record set concludes with a 
1946 Gillespie sextet including 
early examples of such bop 
titans as Ray Brown, Milt 
Jackson and that greatest of all 
Birdlings, Sonny Stitt (who had 
already copped from Parker’s 
“‘Now’s the Time” of six months 
earlier in his “Hand Fulla 
Gimme?’ solo). 

Most of the second record 
contains the first eight sides by 
the Gillespie orchestra. To make 
the revolution complete, Dizzy 
put this primarily small-band 
music in a big band context 
more roaring, complex swinging 
than any organization then 
lumbering through the 
orchestral twilight. With the aid 
of Gil Fuller’s daring 


arrangements, the band left. 


listeners slack-jawed; the 
whirlwind “Things to Come” 
still sounds startling 27 years 


later (there is a labeling mistake . 


on Side 3; the first track is 
“Things to Come,” while the 
last two are “Our Delight’”’ and 
‘“‘Ray’s Idea’). Some mediocre 
vocals slow the momentum, but 
the above-named titled, 
“‘“Emanon” and ‘‘One Bass 
are definitive modern big band 
recordings. Dizzy, of course, has 
space on each selection, with 
Milt Jackson’s vibes, not quite 
out from under Lionel 
Hampton’s shadow, also 
extensively featured.

In the beginning this record 
cheered me up, with its surplus 


of energy and favorite old tunes. 
By the end of side two, however, 
my head was pounding as I faced 
the glum realization that 
nothing was new with the new 
Faces. Bass player Tetsu 
Yamauchi, a recent addition, 
seems content to complement 
the lurching, heavy-handed 
style of guitarist Ron Wood, and 
the resulting sound, a “droning 
guitar sludge” in the words of 
one critic, is very unpleasant on 
the ears.

I Mant Mod Rod for the 
Faces’ unhappy fate; his song 
selection consistently ‘makes the 
band look bad. Even on an 
inspired night this hard-rocking 
group cannot possibly match the 
fine arrangements and delicate 
accompaniments Stewart 
employed on his solo records. 
Therefore ‘‘Angel” and the two 
tunes from Gasoline Alley are 
pointless and boring. ‘“‘I’d 
Rather Go Blind” is in desperate 
need of the album’s horn 
obligato, as well as a more 
earnest vocal effort. Rod slides 
downhill as the disc wears on, 
taking the low road whenever 
possible and sounding at times 
like an elf in the midst of a 
thunderstorm; denied the 
resources of the studio, his 
famed raspiness loses a measure 
of depth and strength. 

With Rod croaking hoarsely 
the group delivers a competent 
version of their old stand-by, 
“Stay with Me,” racing along in 
a perfunctory fashion. But fast 
or slow, the music retains its 
noise-like quality. Rod sounds 
positively ill on ‘‘Amazing 
Grace,” and the most promising 
song on the record, “I Wish It 
Would Rain,” is dragged down 
under the weight of the guitars. 
The last remaining members of 
the original Small Faces band 
supply the only interesting 
elements to be heard. Kenny 
Jones’ crashing drum work is 
varied and pleasant, while Ian 
McLagan’s tinkling keyboards 
provide a much-needed virtuoso 
light touch.

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Corea and Gillespie: Blowing Hot and Cool

Chick Corea’s Return to 
Forever played Harvard’s 
Sanders’ Theatre to SRO crowds 
two Friday nights ago, and as 
cold as it got outside, Return to 
Forever created an inversely 
proportional amount of heat and 
energy inside. 

Chick’s hometown crowd was 
extremely receptive to the 
program of original fast and 
bulbous Latin-tinged rock/jazz, 
representing the particular path 
which Return to Forever chooses 
to follow at the present time. 
The music is often rhythmically 
simple, but it is harmonically 
dense and intensely delivered. 
Return to Forever, like the 
Mahavishnu Orchestra, a group 
it has been accused of copying, 
uses their new velocities and 
volumes (as suggested by rock) 
to pace the flow of ideas. Chick 
can hardly find the room on the 
keyboard to squeeze in all he has 
to say. Most of the time, that is. 
Since the Sanders audience was 
hooting and cheering for rock, 
Chick was delivering a folksier, 
funkier brand of music than 
usual. It may have been easier to 
dance to, but it was not as rich 
in calories as the extended sets 
he regularly offers at the Jazz 
Workshop. 

The players were all superb 
except for guitarist Bill Connors, 
who wasn’t able to match his 
cohorts’ intensity. When Chick 
traded dramatics with either 
Connors, drummer Lenny 
White, or bassist Stan Clarke, 
Connors always fell short on the 
rebound; he had more success 
with his comping and ensemble 
parts. Hopefully he will elude 
the Mahavishnu shadows and 
find his own thing. 

Clarke was in great form, as 
usual, playing upright and 
electric bass with lightning 


speed and a lot of soul. Corea 
indulged in much crowd- 
pleasing in the form of 
melodramatic keyboard work 
infused with humor. 

Corea is trying to reach out to 
a larger audience. His group is 
now concentrating on their fast 
electric funk, whether by design 
or accident assimilating strains 
from everybody (including Yes). 
However, Corea has plans to re- 
introduce singing to his group, 
not necessarily with Flora 
Purim. He also has plans to 
work with an extended group, 
using horns, and he is writing a 
piece for the Boston 
Philharmonia to be presented 
with Return to Forever. You all 
remember Deep Purple with the 
London Philharmonic? Well, 
the danger of that kind of 
pretentious drivel developing 
out of Corea’s group is minimal. 
So relax. 


Relaxation was the word for 


the Modern Jazz Quartet with 
guest Dizzy Gillespie, playing at 
Symphony Hall two Fridays 
ago. The MJQ always delights 
but seldom surprises a jazz 
audience that for the most part 
would prefer not to experiment 
with new sounds. Of course, the 
sound of the MJQ is not new, 
but it is unique, and it has been 


honed over the years to a fine 


edge. The quartet delivered 
three ebullient selections, 
including “Django” and a piece 
by the Spanish composer 
Rodrigo, who played with a 
certain insoucience, allowing the 
spirit to flow elegantly from 
John Lewis’ piano to Milt 
Jackson’s vibes and back. 

Then Dizzy Gillespie joined 
the party, dressed like a 
freshman at Bob Brown U. in 
red and blue plaid sport jacket

over yellow slacks. Diz is 
probably the originator of the 
sartorial tradition which has led 
John Lennon to wear white 
socks at Buckingham Palace 


functions. the expanded band, . 


feeling much stronger than its 
four members, went into a 
heated blues and then through a 
lyrical, if not burning “Night in 
Tunisia.” Diz’s trumpet seemed 


to suggest an entire horn 
section; he played 
impressionistically, striving for 
a perfection of mood, rather 
than rushing dynamism. 


After a short intermission, 
during which Diz fled to a gig in 
New York, the band stepped 
through “Monterey Mist,” a 
‘Bags’ Groove”’-type ballad in a 


minor key. Connie Kaye 
appeared to be a bit bored by 
the evening, and his drumming 
which had been punctual, if not 
energetic, became perfunctory. 
But his seeming lack of interest 
didn’t effect the rest of the 
group, who swung through a 
series of Bach-based blues 
pieces, combining the stately 
tension of Bach’s themes with 
the quartet’s own, almost 
invisible, swing. 

Percy Heath brought cheers in 
a walking bass solo. John Lewis 
played his unique piano, the 
sonic personification of long- 
limbed ladies walking while 
being watched and knowing they 
are being watched. The Quartet 
performed an encore, “Bags’ 
something they rarely 

Afterwards, Milt Jackson 
allowed as to how he didn’t 
listen to any rock bands, though 
he had heard of Ike and Tina 
Turner. Milt was confident that 
there were just as many new 
musicians and ideas around 
today as there have always been, 
that the state of Jazz is very 
healthy, and that it was 
impossible for him to keep 
abreast of recent musical 
developments. 


Listening to the MJQ, one 
receives no suggestion that they 
might have kept track of recent 
musical developments. The 
MJQ moves sideways in time, 
expanding their delicate 
repertoire with the certainty of a 
total conception. There is no 
confusion in their direction; 
there is no mistaking their 
sound. Perhaps the perpetrators 
of so unique a music are secure 
that their rarefied art can never. 
suffer in comparison to what is 
new.

THE SERPENT. Produced and 
Directed by Henri Verneuil. 
Based on the novel by Pierre 
Nord. With: Yul Brynner, Henry 
Fonda, Dirk Bogarde and 
Philippe Noiret. At the Abbey. 

This is a good spy picture to 
take the kids to. It’s a clean PG, 
the surprises are given away 
early, and the action will cause 
no nightmares. There are many 
educational establishing shots of 
world capitals, and an 
informative mini-documentary 
about the CIA. 

For grown-ups, alas, the 
pacing, suspense, and action are 
somewhat boring, but the actors 
do their best to inject some 
interest. Brynner, in particular, 
is fascinating as the KGB 
defector. His presence, as 
always, is tense with passion 
and discipline, but he adds a 
neurotic ambiguity, expressed in 
small hand movements and 
quirks of posture. This 
performance glues together an 
otherwise untenable plot and 
does much toward saving the 
Picture. 

The other actors cannot 
escape French director Verneuil. 
As head of the CIA, Henry 
Fonda is an unredeemed rube. 
Despite the presence of brilliant 


co-scenarist Gilles Perrault (The — 


Red Orchestra), Henry ends up 
with. lines like, ‘“He’s a little 
paranoid around the edges, but, 
in this business, who isn’t?” And 
“one American for one Russian? 
I think its a fair trade.” 

The other Americans are 
bumbling idiots in the thrall of 
machines. 
decent types, but bureaucratic 
and a little funny (Verneuil is an 
old buddy of Fernandel, and has 
directed his French sequences 


like the farces he did with 


Fernandel). As for the English, 
well, the English spy chief in 
this one is Dirk Bogarde. The 
Germans are your standard 
comic-opera Germans, and the 
Russians are tyrannical but 
easily corrupted by mild 
Western cigarettes. 


All of this reflects a set of very 
typical Common Market 
prejudices, and there are 
moments of political satire. 
They interrupt rather than flesh 
out the spy action. 

Back to the actors: Philippe 
Noiret is a real find as the 
French spy chief, a really 
pleasant actor I’d like to see 
more of. Virna Lisi is nothing 
special as Yul’s quickie affair 
(‘What kind of impression did 
he make? Quite an 
impression.’’). But Elga 


The French are. 


Anderson is quite clever as a 
CIA prostitute assigned to be 
Yul’s ‘‘housekeeper’’ in 
captivity. 

This will mostly go over the 
heads of the kids, which is just 
as well. Remember to have them 
bundle up — the fuel shortage 
had the Abbey down to 57 
degrees the day I saw the film, 
feeling very much the spy who 
stayed out in the cold.

FANTASTIC PLANET. Directed 
by Rene Laloux. Written by 
Roland Topor and Rene Laloux.

It is a little strange and more 
than a little gratifying to see a 
feature length cartoon that does 
not come from Disneyland — 
whose scenes are sculpted from 
the wild imaginations of the 
animators, borrowing 
landscaping technique from 
Hiernoymus Bosch; whose 
beings are weird and wonderful, 
but not necessarily cute; and 
whose animation is fresh and 
natural, if not as naturalistic as 
Disney’s. Fantastic Planet is a 
science fiction story from 
Czechoslovakia that makes good 
use of the freedom of animation 
to create the most wildly 
extravagant, yet realistic 


(within its own terms) alien 
world I have seen gracing the 
screen. 

Of course the feature cartoon 
has long been the almost 
exclusive province of Disney 
Studios, whose brilliant 
animating technique has 
generally been bent to the 
exactitude of nature. Roland 
Topor (original artist) and set 
artist Josef Vana have used 
certain of the Disney techniques 
to build a world that is definitely 
unnatural. The Bosch sentiment 
is there in a succession of 
animals and plants. But the 
colors, the movements, the 
buildings and people come 
largely out of the designers’ 
heads. 

The story, told in a muted, 
haunting style, is that of a world 
where humans are tiny pests 
that breed uncontrollably and 
spread disease. The normal race 
is seventy foot tall blue persons 
whose most important function 
is a form of meditation. There is 
a hero, a colorless fellow who is 
nevertheless rather bright. He is 
an admirable science fiction 
hero, resourceful but a bit dull. 
As he escapes from luxurious 
activity and joins a brand of 
outlaw humans living in a 
hollow tree, the story constantly 
threatens to dissolve into a facile 
moral fable; at every turn, I 
expected the story to reveal the 
true meaning behind the Easter 
Island statues, or the genuine 


source of the Star of Bethleham. 
But the authors stick to their 
own story: an examination of the 
“means by which two basically 
decent but somewhat pig- 
headed races can come to live in 
harmony. 

Fantastic Planet’s characters, 
whether human or blue giant, 
are a very human lot, filled with 
the usual vices and virtues. 
However, the giants have a 
culture that reflects an inner 
serenity. Their chief business 
seems to be meditation, they 
appear to practice a relatively 
frictionless form of democracy, 


- they are gentle and love art. 


Their most important crisis 
appears to be the expansion of 
the quite harmless-seeming 
humans. . 

The humans are drawn in a 
style that recalls Boticelli. There 
is not a single character as 
powerful as one of the Three 
Little Pigs, much less the Big 
Bad Wolf or the Wicked Witch, 
but everyone in the film has 
more personality than, say, 
Huckleberry Hound. Perhaps 
this is because Laloux wished to 
show us real humans. But they 
are not real; they are characters 
in a children’s fable. 

Fantastic Planet is a superbly 
crafted fantasy whose story does 
not present startling plot 
developments or revelations, yet 
the quality of the fantasy more 
than compensates for the lack of

This is a preview rather than a 
review, because I think it’s more 
important to get people out to 
see the Awaji Puppet Theater 
during their four-day 
appearance at the Loeb this 
week than to cover the company 
10 days after they’ve closed 
while you kick yourself for not 
knowing they were in town. You 
can see them from January 31 to 
February 3; they'll be 
performing the same program 
each night at 8. 

If you’ve seen Japanese 
puppets before, you’ve 
undoubtedly seen not the Awaji 
troupe but rather the Osaka 


Bunraku. The Bunraku is 


unquestionably exquisite; its 
puppet-heads are often subtly 
carved and delicately painted; 
its most famous plays center 
around the sophisticated and 
highly stylized world of the 
imperial court on the one hand, 
and on the equally sophisticated 
world of the city merchants and 
samurai on the other. 
Melodramatic stories of the 
suicides of young lovers are 
common; domestic tragedies 
that are contemporary, in their 
setting, with the time of their 
writing are the rule rather than 
the exception. 

But the Awaji repertoire 
specializes in themes both older 
and bolder — the clashes of great 
warring families from Japan’s 
ancient past, and the startling 
miracles performed by gods in 
the olden days, the celebratory 
dances of the priests and deities 
of Shinto from which Awaji 
puppetry lengendarily sprang. 


The differences between 
Osaka and Awaji techniques and 
stories are not hard to 
understand. Osaka was always a 
bustling metropolis on mainland 
Japan, while Awaji is a small 
island between Honshu and 
Shikiku, not far from the port 
of Kobe. The Awaji islanders, 
like most people cut off from the 
mainstream of national taste, 
were always drawn to the older 
stories and the more elementally 
bold characters of Japan’s past. 
And their puppets, too, are more 
“elemental’”’ than those of the 
more sophisticated Bunraku; 
first, they are often larger than

the customary four-foot height 
of the Bunraku puppets; second, 
their heads are larger in 
proportion to their bodies; 
finally, even the samisen music 


and chanted narration that - 


accompanies the puppets’ 
movements reflects the heroic 
and more intense penchant of 
the Awaji tradition. 

The plays on Awaji used to be 
performed in make-shift lean-to 
theaters, half indoors and half 
outdoors. The farmers of the 
island were themselves the 
puppeteers. The troupe (there 
were once 40 of them) never 
traveled to Osaka or Tokyo, let 
alone foreign countries; it was a 
theater of, by, and forthe people 
of Awaji. In 1958, however, an 
Awaji puppet troupe (getten up 
on short notice after several 
bureaucratic reversals) visited 
Moscow and enjoyed rave 
notices; A.C. Scott noted in his 
book, The Puppet Theatre of 
Japan, however, that this was 
really a “scratch troupe” and 
“some of their best puppeteers 
stayed at home.” 

What Scott has to say about 

—— the implications of the Awaji 


Moscow-visit deserves mention 
here: “It seems a pity that Awaji 
puppetry should be dragged into 
the limelight of politico-cultural 
relations. Folk art transplanted 
from its indigenous background 
to urban sophistication in this 
way rarely survives except as a 
pretentious substitute .... They 
are best seen on the island whose 
people have kept them 
performing in response to local 
understanding and ap- 
preciation; once these are 
absent, the motive for the 
puppets’ existence becomes 
contrived.”

That rather harsh, but 
provocative; 
written 10 years ago. Since then, 
the Japanese government has 
declared the Awaji drama an

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What You Should Know 


Here are a few things you should 
know before seeing the Awaji 
puppets: 

1. Each puppet is 
manipulated by three people: 
one for the feet, one for the left 
hand, and the most 
accomplished puppeteer for the 
head and right arm. The 
manipulators are dressed in 
black, and visible to the 
audience at all times, but 
invisible by convention. I 
promise you that after five 
minutes you won’t be aware of 
their physical presence. 

2. The music, dialogue, and 
narration are provided by a 
samisen-player and chanter 
seated on stage to the audience’s 
right. 

3. You will be seeing single 
scenes from four: plays (a 
practice common to the Osaka 
Bunraku as well), though on 
Awaji a long play is usually done 
complete. 

4. Unlike all other forms of 
classical Japanese theater, 
including Bunraku, the Awaji 
Theater allows (and encourages) 
women to perform as puppeteers 
and musicians. . 

5. The plots and complete 
narration of the scenes to be 
performed, together with 
background, are printed in the 
programs available at the Loeb. 

6. A book that captures 
beautifully the atmosphere and 
special quality of an Awaji 
performance is Junichiro 
Tanizaki’s Some Prefer Nettles 
(chapters ten and eleven). This 


_ novel was written in 1928 and is 


readily available in paperback 
(Berkley Medallion Books, 
$.95). 

7. For a taste of what puppet- 
play music and narration sound 
like, listen to ‘‘Jorui,’’ on 
Lyrichord Records, LL 197. It 
includes a selction from 
“‘Tsubosaka’’ (in Bunraku 
style), one of the scenes on the 
Loeb program. 

8. The puppets will appear on

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Good Intentions Not Save Kafka

The Cambridge Ensemble is a 
new company with good 
intentions. As they state in the 
program, “All policies are 
decided collectively. The aim of 
the company is to present plays 
which challenge our political as 
well as artistic assumptions.” 

So far they have produced 
plays by Brecht, Handke, and 
Mayakovsky. Now the parables 
of Kafka as arranged by Peter 
Sander. The company performs 
in an intimate space -well suited 
to their choice of scripts. The 
actors seem intelligent and 
dedicated. The publicity and 
general business of the group is 
handled efficiently under the 
supervision of Barbara (Buzz) 
Bregstein. Yes, I come to their 
shows with a certain 
expectation. I have been 
consistently disappointed. 

There is something stuffy, 
academic, literal, about the 
staging of their plays that make 
potentially humorous scenes 
seem cute and serious scenes 
seem banal. Always the same 
posturing, no matter what the 
material. Is this conscious on 
their part? Does each director 


try to bend a script to suit the 
“style” of the company? One 
evening seems very much like 
another though the various

himself. Oh, how sentimental is 
Mr. Sander! He has reduced 
Kafka’s parables to the 
symptoms of a neurotic. Yes, 
Kafka may have been a 
neurotic, but we remember him 
for his lucidity and writing 
talent. What is the point of such 
a superficial psychological 
explanation of the man, and at 


the expense of his work to boot? 

A dramatization of Kafka’s 
writings as in Barrault’s 
production of The Trial would 
have been infinitely more 
satisfying. But on second 
thought, Mr. Sander did 
attempt to theatricalize a few of 
the stories and his misguided 
direction prompts me to suggest 
that he leave Kafka alone 
entirely. He has actors playing 
the torturous machine in The 
Penal Colony and their noisy 
tickling of the victim is nothing 
less than embarrassing. 
Certainly some theatrical- 
mechanical device or leaving it 
up to the audience’s imagination 
would have served Kafka more 
effectively. 


It seems to me basic that a 
director must think of what 
effect an author might want to 
have on an audience, even if the 
author didn’t write his work for 


‘the stage. Perhaps a set, and 


acting like that in the movie The 
Cabinet of Dr. Caligari might be 
more in keeping with Kafka’s 
intentions. But to simply borrow 
from “story-theatre a la open- 
theatre” when the story calls for 
something ‘‘awful’’ is 
inexcusable. 

I did enjoy the 1920’s Prague 
costumes for the men, but the 
use of modern slacks for the 
woman was inappropriate. 
Henry Timm was sometimes 
very theatrical as a threatening 
father and David Klein captured 
the sensitive Kafka well enough. 
But they are on stage for a long 
two acts and I’m afraid that they 
and the production soon grow 
tiresome.

Continued from page | ___—— 
and New Left, it aroused 
sympathetic interest in the case 
and in the whole witch-hunt era. 
(But when Haskell Wexler wrote 
a screenplay of this book, he was 
unable to find a producer.) 
Meanwhile, the Watergate 
revelations of government- 
sponsored forgery, perjury and 
burglary were making the 
allegations of the Schneirs and 
earlier advocates of a frame-up 
theory only too credible. 
Michael and Robert 
Meeropol, the Rosenberg sons, 
decided that Watergate had 
sufficiently exposed the 
machinations of high 
government officials to provide a 
receptive climate for public re- 
examination of their parents’ 
case. Incensed by Nizer’s 
distortions, Michael, 30, and 
Robert, 26, both husbands, 
fathers, and teachers at a small 
New England college, ended 
twenty years of anonymity and 
sued. Shortly thereafter they 
granted interviews to Ramparts 
and University Review. They 
told of their years of shuffling 
from one foster home to 
another, their eventual 
adoption by Ann and Abel 
Meeropol, their own experiences 
in the radical movement, their 
intellectual development, and 


their intention to fight to clear 


their parents’ names. 


It is a measure of the distance 
separating Nizer and the 
Meeropol brothers that Nizer 
had thought he was 
complimenting them when he 
wrote at the end of his book that 
they had grown into “normal, 
decent citizens,”’ implying a 
rejection of their parents’ 
politics. Papers filed by Nizer in 
connection with the suit show 
that he was genuinely puzzled 
by their willingness to give up 
their anonymity. 

The suit itself is a 
complicated business. Michael 
and Robert Meeropol claim that 
the copyright on the Death 
House letters, originally 
published on June 10, 1953 by 
Jero Publishing Company, 
which was created for that 
purpose, went to the Rosenberg 
children’s trust fund after Jero’s 
dissolution, and thence to the 
children when they reached 
majority. Although the letters 
are now out of print, the 
copyright is still valid and the 
sons are planning to reissue 
them, with new commentary 
and some previously 
unpublished material. 


Nizer argues that some of the 
letters he used were in the public 
domain because they had been 
printed in the National 
Guardian, the Daily Worker and 
numerous pamphlets without 


copyright notice even before the 
Jero publication in book form. 
Those letters he used which were 
not published in this way he 
defends on the doctrine of “fair 
use’: that “‘public interest 
concerning historic facts cannot 
be curtailed by copyright.” And, 
he adds, an English edition of 
the letters, originally published 
with permission of Jero, has 
circulated in the United States; 
this assertion is supported 
mainly by the fact that Emanuel 
Bloch, the Rosenbergs’ attorney, 
donated his copy of the English 
edition to the New York Public 
Library, where Nizer found it. 
Nizer asserts further that Gloria 
Agrin Josephson, a trustee of the 
fund, gave him oral permission 
to use the letters, which she 
denies; in any case, since the 
sons were of age she no longer 
had any authority to grant 
permission. 

Doubleday finds itself being 
sued because, as a Doubleday 
lawyer suggested in one 
affidavit, the firm trusted 
Nizer’s judgment and did not 
subject his manuscript to the 
usual rigorous review by libel 
lawyers or require assurance 
that copyright permissions were 
in order. The Schneirs, by 
contrast, had to obtain 
permission from both Gloria 
Agrin and the Meeropols for 
their use of excerpts from the 
Death House letters (at that 
time Robert was not of age). 


Nizer apparently satisfied 
himself with an acknow- 
ledgement to the English 
publisher of the letters, but did 
not even write this firm for 
permission. An acknow- 
ledgement is not considered a 
substitute for written 
permission, and both are usually 
required. 

Nizer has pointed out that 
“the plaintiffs sleep on their 
alleged copyright when it suits 
their purpose and seek to enforce 
it when it is more propitious to 
do so.” Indeed, the Meeropols 
would hardly sue the small 
Canadian distributors which, as 
Nizer documents, are selling 
excerpts from the Death House 
letters by mail order for 50 cents. 
But the brothers are suing for 
more than mere violation of 
copyright. It is the use to which 
Nizer puts the letters — their 
presentation out of order, 
excerpting from them to alter 
meaning, “interlarding with 
false and _ fictitious 
conversations” and “falsely 
attributing evil motives” to the 
writers — which the Meeropols 
say invades their privacy, causes 
them personal injury and holds 
them up to ridicule and 
embarrassment. 


Nizer adds to his arguments, 


in defense of his use of the letters 
the fact that he doesn’t quote 
substantial amounts: only .018 
percent of the book consists of 
letter excerpts. To which 


Marshall Perlin, the Meeropols’ 


attorney, replies that 
“prolixity” would then become 
an author’s defense against 
liability; and further, that the 
letters are vital to Nizer’s claim 
that the book is a great love 
story; and that the “romantic 
tragedy’’ angle was used 
extensively in advertising. 

It is apparent that Nizer was 
sloppy in preparing the book, 
both in substituting his own 
acknowledgements for actual 
copyright permissions, and in 
matters of fact. Several errors 
were enumerated by Walter 
Schneir in his review of the 
book, and others can be found. 
For example, Nizer asserts that, 
for his part in the alleged 
espionage, David Greenglass 
was sent to Alcatraz, the same 
prison where William 
Remington, a government 
economist who like Alger Hiss, 
had been convicted of perjury, 
was killed. Actually, both 
Greenglass and Remington were 
sent to Lewisburg; it was 
Marton Sobell who went to 
Alcatraz. 

_ Whether Nizer’s sloppiness is 
great enough for a successful 
suit against him remains to be 
seen; the trial itself (to be held 
in the same Foley Square 
courthouse where the 
Rosenbergs were tried) is many 
months off. But the peculiar 
nature of Nizer’s book remains 
— it is sloppy with facts and 
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stylistically condescending in 
the manner of many best-sellers, 
yet it is powerful, both for the 
skill with which the melodrama 
is woven, and for the immensity 
of the promotion and sales. 
Nizer’s perpetuation of the atom 
bomb secret myth and his 
studied ignorance of the 
controversy about the evidence 
have been especially damaging 
to the weak but growing 
movement to re-examine the 
case shorn of its Cold War 
trappings. And his professions of 
impartiality are small 
consolation to those who, 
without Nizer’s name or 
Doubleday’s resources, have 
been attempting to discuss the 
possibility of a frame-up. 

It is not just sloppiness which 
distinguishes Nizer’s book. 
Portions of it read like an almost 
venomous attack on the 
Rosenbergs and radicals in 
general. Nizer attributes the 
childhood problems of the olders 
sons to the parents’ “political 


fanaticism (which) had deprived | 


their children of the warmth and 
intimacy which they insisted 
would come into the world if 
their theories prevailed.” That 
the children of parents of all 
political persuasions throw 
tantrums doesn’t enter Nizer’s 
analysis, which is not based on 
any information he gives about 
the Rosenbergs’ private life but 
seemingly on his own anti- 


radical, even anti-political, 
stance. Similarly, Nizer has a 
simple explanation for Ethel 
Rosenberg’s radicalism: a 
frustrated actress, Ethel found 
union activities a substitute 
stage: “Here, too, she stood 
before an audience. Here, too, 
she was applauded.” 

The sons object particularly to 
Nizer’s assertion that the 
Commitee to Secure Justice in 
the Rosenberg Case used them 
to raise money and attract 
supporters. “The children were 
cast into the limelight at public 
meetings,” Nizer writers, “as 
sympathetic exhibitions for the 
denunciation of the death 
sentence. There they sat while 
speakers pointed at them and 
harangued audiences that they 
must not become orphans. 
Repeatedly, they heard the 
gruesome references to death in 
the electric chair.” The intended 
effect is an image of heartless, 
cynical and fanatic radicals. But 
Michael, who was old enough to 
remember, denies being used 
this way. ““‘We were protected,” 
he said in the Ramparts 
interview. “‘Very few people 
came to see us; we weren’t 
paraded around to stir up 
emotions, to sensationalize. I 
only went to three rallies, and 
once to deliver a letter to 
President Eisenhower, but we 
were never treated as pawns by 
any political group.”

start, and his main purpose in 
The Implosion Conspiracy was 
to help shore up the 
government’s credibility in one 
of the witch-hunt era’s most 
important trials, and certainly 
its most tragic. Judging from the 
book’s massive promotion and 
sales, Nizer’s purpose has been 
amply realized.

One example perhaps better 
than any other indicates what 
The Implosion Conspiracy is 
about. In the book’s promotion, 
and frequently throughout the 
text, appears Nizer’s assertion 
that the Rosenberg case was 
given more judicial attention 
than any other previous criminal 
case: it was reviewed by 112 
judges. Only in the appendix 
does Nizer explain how he 


counting the same judges over 
for each time they technically 
considered the case. Thus, the 


nine Supreme Court justices, 


who never actually reviewed the 
case, but considered and denied 
various motions for review, 
account for 87 of the 112 total. 
What was the purpose of this 
numbers game? It seems fair to 
conclude that, despite his 
protestations to the contrary, 
Nizer was a partisan from the 


drama. Indeed, the animation 
may help create a_ buffer 
between the viewer and the story 
that is necessary for that eerie 
suspension of disbelief to 
permeate. A distance remains 
between the audience and the 
film, but it is a desirable 
distance, expertly maintained. 


Fantastic Planet is a 
captivating film whose story 
may seem a trifle shopworn to a 
sophisticated audience. It tries 
to deal with important 
questions, yet its virtues do not 
lie in its vague posture of 
interracial harmony and mutual 
respect, but in the vividness of 
its images, the success of its 
setting, and a wry sense of 
humor.

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Art:M anipulation the

No more than 25 years ago, 
prominent American artists 
were still excited by the notion 
that a painting could be made to 
present itself as an autonomous 
object, with no debt to 
appearances or to an existing 
order. Abstraction was the key 
to this autonomy, because there 
was no check on abstraction in 
painting, no measuring it 
against familiar terms of 
experience. 

But that was before the rise of 
television. From television we 
have learned a tolerance for 
arbitrariness that is so malleable 
its significance has to be 
political. For television inverts 
the disjunction between 
abstractions and appearances 
established in painting. 
Abstract paintings refer to other 
possible experiences of painting, 
but the abstractions proffered 
by tv are conceptual rather than 
visual, and instead of referring 
to other experiences of tv, they 
ask us to refer them to our 
experience of the world. Within 
the conventions of broadcast tv 
we are fed notions like “the 
energy crisis” and “the counter- 
culture” whose function seems 
to be to provide us with labels 
for adverse experiences of 
manipulation. We have to wait 
an hour to get gas and it’s that 
bad old energy crisis acting up 
again; nothing we can do about 
it, of course, except get the 
primitive satisfaction of naming 
it. Since television runs on 
advertising, it should come as no 
surprise that television demands 
that we start with abstractions 
and measure experience against 
them, rather than the other way 
around. For the basic 
commercial strategy is to annex 
the product to a catchword like 
“quality” or “class” or “gusto.” 

Even people who hate tv 
readily admit that the most 
interesting stuff it offers, by and 
large, is found in commercials. 
‘This makes me wonder whether 
the possibilities of 
manipulations so resourcefully 
realized in commercials are 


itself, or whether they are just 
the product of greed and the 
tremendous arbitrariness the 
medium allows. In other words, 
is commercial tv what tv is 
really about, or is its factual 
history just as circumstantial as 
the rest of popular culture? This 
is the kind of question artists 
should be able to answer, if 
anyone can. 


Peculiar Paradox 


‘*Circuit: a Video 
Invitational”’ is a show of video 
works by some 58 contemporary 
artists, organized by David Ross 
of the Everson Museum in 
Syracuse, and adapted for 
Boston by Rebecca Lawrence of 
the Boston Museum of Fine Arts 
Department of Public 
Education. It continues at the 
Boston Museum School, on the 
Fenway, through February 3. 
The tapes are shown every day 
between 10 and 5 p.m. (Sunday, 
1-5 p.m.), and there is a separate 
monitor available for individual 
tapes to be played on request. 
Considering the nature of the 
work, the presentation of it 
could hardly be better. 


I’ve had time only to see about 
a third of the total show, but in 
that portion I saw few pieces 
that even hint at the peculiar 
continuity among all our 
experiences of tv. Richard Serra 
has one tape called ‘“Television 
Delivers People” which consists 
of a series of descriptive 
propositions about tv drifting 
upward on a “crawl” like the 
credits at the end of NBC News, 
with a background of Musak. 
The propositions are designed to 
convince us that tv is a means of 
shaping people’s attitude and 
behavior, a means of 
“delivering” them. The paradox 
is that if you subscribe to what 
he says about video, then you’ve 
been taken in again; his use of tv 
will have shaped your attiude 
too. His argument does seem 
irrefutable in political terms, so 
how can it lead to a paradox? I 
take it that the paradox is 
meant to suggest that the active

is not its overt content, but 
rather something we are 
overlooking, perhaps it is 
something about us. 


Video Vibes 
The most interesting work I’ve 


seen yet in the show is William 
Wegman’s. (The video work of 


Jeffrey Hudson, a Boston artist _ 


“Tony Sinking into the Floor” by Bruce Nauman. 


offscreen. The irony here, of 
course, is what does he need 
with hand language if he’s able 
to overhear conversations like 
anyone else. This is no mockery 
of speech impairment, it is a 
parody of the ‘‘framing”’ 
possibilities available to video 
and used all the time in 
broadcast tv. (Certain people 
are said to believe that the space 


who was added to the show for 
its presentation here, is on a par 
with Wegman’s; I devoted a 
column to him earlier this 
winter.) Wegman’s work looks 
very slight at first, but it bears 
thinking about as few video 
works do. If there is a subject in 
Wegman’s tape, it is a certain 
set of terms that operate in our 
everyday experience of tv, the 
arbitrariness of the image frame, 
the disjunction of sound and 
image, attention span, elipsis, 
and sales pitch. In a typical 
piece, Wegman appears on 
screen against a neutral interior 
background narrating with a 
series of incoherent hand signals 
a story of how he lost track of his 
laundry at the laundramat while 


eavesdropping on a 


conversation. We hear him 
narrate the story verbally 


program is really only a tv 
program, a monumental 
government ripoff whose only 
manifestation is the Stanley 
Kubrick special effects we see on 
tv.) 


In another essay on the same 
theme, Wegman narrates from 
the floor a story about how he 
was walking down the street and 
a guy asked him for the time. 
When he said he didn’t have a 
watch the guy knocked him 
down. People said he shouldn’t 
get up but should wait for an 
ambulance. “I’ve been waiting 
here about 20 minutes now,”’ he 
says, looking at his bare wrist, 
“and the ambulance hasn’t 
shown up.” With that, the floor 
he’s lying on becomes the street, 
and the whole little number 
becomes a bit of on-the-spot 
news coverage. 


A third piece is a commercial 
for used cars in which he holds 
his long-suffering Weimerauner 
on his lap as a demonstration of 
how he elicits trust even in 
animals, though he complains 
with a straight face that the pain 
of the dog’s weight is almost 
unbearable. There is an almost 
constant disjunction in 
Wegman’s work between what 
we see happening and the claim 
we hear made about it, as if that 
kind of deception is what tv is 
really for. 


Wegman often uses his dog, 
Man Ray, as a counterpart to 
the spectator of tv. Like the 
ideal spectator, the dog is 
passive, responsive to any claim 
on his attention, while having no 
apparent memory or 
expectations. I don’t know if my 
account of Wegman’s work has 
conveyed this or not, but his 
pieces are almost invariably 
funny, and very short, in 
keeping with the rhythm of 
broadcast tv. He makes it seem 
like irony is the only antidote to 
the engulfing illusionism 
characteristic of the medium. 


One of the things that makes 
Wegman’s tape so watchable is 
the fact that each of his 
performances is so short. Many 
of the artists’ tapes in the show 
are unbearably tedious, as if the 
artists never watch tv 
themselves but assume that its 
very presence is narcotic enough 
to keep us watching as long as 
they want. In what I’ve seen in 
the show so far, the shortest 
tapes, and the most episodic, 
like Wegman’s and Hudson’s, 
are the most effective. Peter 
Campus has a six minute essay 
on the nature of video 
illusionism that is just 
breathtaking; his is the shortest 
tape in the show, but it has to be 
one of the most powerful. 


“Circuit”’ is a very important 
show to have in Boston at this 
time, when video is really 
catching on, because, if nothing 
else, it will let people know how 
difficult it is to make a smart, 
interesting videotape.

ARICA OPEN PATH WEEKEND 


On February 2 and 3 ARICA will present its week- 
end Open Path Training. Based on an understanding 
of the process by which a person opens to his own 
inner awareness, this 16 hour training is desigried 
to present the theory and practical method of 
ARICA Work.

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Books: Black Children and White Politics 


-By Lincoln Caplan 
BLACK CHILDREN, WHITE 
DREAMS by Thomas J. Cottle, 
Houghton Mifflin Co., $5.95. 

Black Children, White 
Dreams contains conversations 
between the author and two 
black children, Adrien Keller 
and William D. Williams, both 
eleven years old and fifth 
graders at the Caldwell School 
in Boston’s Roxbury. Cottle 
writes that in the winter of 1972 
he “finally heard one topic that 
seemed for the while to take 
precedence’ in (my) 
conversations with the children” 
he had been listening to, visiting 
with, and learning from in this 
black Boston neighborhood. 
Adrien and William D., says 
Cottle, 

agreed to share with me their 
knowledge of politics, and 
those parts of their private, 
interior world that they felt 
had been touched by the 
events, laws, bills, and 
programs the rest of us call, 
simply, daily political fare. 

That ‘fare’ provided an excuse 
for extraordinary contact 
between Cottle and these two 
children and gave structure to 
an enterprise guided by the rules 
of friendship and ‘paying 
attention’. The work represents 
a refinement of the advocacy 
and documentary genre, with 
religious as well as profane 
significance. 

It is helpful to compare new 
volumes with the old, to locate a 
book in a tradition, however 
new, or by a style, however 
undefined. Thomas Cottle’s 
peculiar strength and the risk he 
is willing to take as an author is 
to leave the purposes of his work 
ambiguous; and so it is 
misleading to reduce the 
dimensions of his writing to a 
familiar rubric. In each of his 
seven books he has chosen a 
clear topic to describe or ponder, 
including explorations of time in 
adult and youthful experience, 


accounts of educational issues 
through personal portraits, and 
focus on discontent in the 
University, to name some of his 
concerns. Yet his own mistrust 
of the linear, or the dogmatic, 
forces him to maintain an 
unusual stylistic breadth and 
integrity. 

While he draws on the 
discipline and resources of his 
own training in clinical 
psychology, he refuses to 
prescribe responses to human 
predicaments or to simplify 
descriptions of encounters which 
are naturally complex. The 
introduction to a collection of 
Cottle essays entitled The 
Abandoners ends like this: 

... no one’s life settles on a 
single pier, on a single theme 
or philosophy. No one’s life 
shudders forever from a 
single blow or from a single 
moment once upon a time 
long ago. One cannot easily 
reach back and fetch that 
infamous instant of 
transformation; nor can one 
look ahead to a spot at which 
an entire life is directed. 
There is always more. Always 
more. Bits of lives, surely, 
sremain open to analysis, but 
the totality of a single 
emerging soul ultimately 
defies interpretation and 
begs, instead, for expression 
and the right to be heard. 

Such a credo recalls the 
responsibility those working in 
documentary modes in the 
1930’s must have felt. The social 
scientists who compiled 
Depression statistics, like W. 
Lloyd Warner, or the social 
workers turned poets, like 
Clinch Calkins, who published 


“Case Worker Studies to share 


their own experiences, each 
meant to inform people and 
move them to action. 

Ours is a decade different 
from the ‘30s. Cottle’s concerns 
are shaped by his remembrance 


of hard times, but even more by 
his suspicion of easy solutions to 
social and personal problems 
and by one noteworthy 
conviction: 
Pay attention to what the 
child says and does and feels; 
pay attention to the scene, 
the spaces, streets, rooms, 
textures, colors, and lighting; 
pay attention to what is 
evoked by these 
conversations and 
perceptions, particularly 
when one’s mind wanders so 
far away; and, finally, pay 
attention to the responses of 
those who might, through 
one’s work, hear these 
children. 


James Agee’s classic 
Depression work Let Us Now 
Praise Famous Men was ignored 
in its own time, but is filled with 
Agee’s fury about the dignity 
and degradation of the 
sharecroppers’ lives. It is worth 
contrasting Agee and Cottle. 


There is none of Agee’s 
emotional effrontery or personal 
witness in Cottle’s writing and 
yet there is a religious quality to 
both of their efforts which 
provides a clear direction for 
otherwise delicate com- 
mitments. The power we 
encounter in reading James 
Agee, in the ‘Dedication’ to his 
poems and the elegiac passages 
of “Praise’’, is muted in Cottle; 
the frequent elaboration of 
religious themes in Agee’s 
novels, where he suggests that 
there is ‘more of God’ in a 
butterfly settling on the coffin at 
a funeral than there is in the 
institution of the Church, does 
not occur in Cottle’s books, nor 
has Cottle produced a volume as 


‘a manifesto of his own, like 


“‘Praise” for Agee. 


Cottle hints at his 
understanding of belief: in his 


affirmation of touching, ‘the 
sense of care’, as the ultimate 
act; in his description of 
Adrien’s motions as free and 
graceful like a skater’s, earning 
her the nickname Glide; with 
the inscription from Isaiah at 
the beginning of ‘‘Black 
Children”; when he listens to 
the children talk about dreams 
and death. As William’s mother 
suggests, however, “Folks that 
always go talking at you aren’t 
folks who respect the way you're 
living”. Adrien’s mother advises 
that religion is ‘‘private 
business”’. 


The paradox of Cottle’s 
offerings may be this: each is a 
work in progress, an attempt to 
analyze some of what he 
perceives (in the case of “Black 
Children”, to make sure we 
understand the intelligence and 
wit, the shrewdness and wisdom 
of Adrien and William D. and 
other black children) while 
remaining vulnerable to the 
humor, the tedium, the serious 
tone of each life. 


Often we expect from 
sociologists and psycho- 
therapists a straightforward 
resolution to dilemmas we hear 
about or know first hand, unless 
the good doctor creates a veil of 
fiction around his intuitions, as 
Walker Percy does. Tom Cottle 
chooses to redirect his gift as 
story-teller (that he is gifted we 
can be sure from the phrases 
introducing conversation in 
‘*‘Black Children’’ or 
characterizing the ambience of 
Boston’s streets) and to respond 
to stories as they unfold. This 
form of social studies, then, 
crosses into the borders of art. 


“Black Children’ contains. 


gentle rebukes to the authority 
of social science and Cottle’s 
prose style transforms his 
observations further beyond 
sociology. Although he does spell 


out in painstaking detail his 
relation to those whose lives he 


meets, he refuses to present 


those lives in familiar, final, or 
merely acceptable terms. 


Such commitment does not 
come without tension, personal 
and stylistic. The confidence 
one feels in the importance of 
this writing or method is 
sometimes displaced by a 
restlessness while reading. 
Although Cottle wishes to let 
voices be heard and issues be 
known in their own right, his 
facility with words and his 
hesitancy about when to break 
the rhythm of a transcribed 
conversation with timely 
association can get in the way of 
our appreciation. The 
nervousness may grow from our 
discomfort in learning about 
injustices or prejudices we 
maintain without taking 
responsibility for them. More 
probably we grow uneasy 
reading his prose when there 
appears a discrepancy between 
the fluid, suggestive phrasing 
and the syncopated, the banal, 
or the unpolished reality we all 
inhabit. 


Of course, Cottle lives with 
the paradox of his endeavor: 
work in progress as work in 
published form. He struggles to 
elucidate, despite his 
recognition of the idiosyncratic 
morality in America. Perhaps, 
as readers learn the value of 
these evocations, Cottle will 
gain confidence in the treatment 
he gives to people or issues 
which attract him; as he 
develops his method he may 
learn what symbols make his- 
meaning more comprehensible, 
how better to integrate the form 
and content of his work, when to 
grant us relief from the force of 
his perceptions in order to make 
us take account of his most 
provocative insights.
